? Bpain. Several of his callers today were 


particularly impressed by the fact that the 
President seemed hopeful of establishing a 
new and almost undreamed of system of 
home rule on the island of Cuba. He re- 
ferred to the fact that Spain would probably 
attempt to settié the matter peaceably ona 
home-rule basis under the belief that if the 
insurgents rejected such offers they would 
be put in the light of insisting upon war. 
The President also intimated that if Spain 
made these new proposals he would be in- 
clined to give them additional time for dem- 
onstratMg their good faith even if it should 
postpone the settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion until next fall. 


Congressmen Are Indignant. 

Several of his Congressional callers who 
have been entertained with the same kind 
of talk are particularly indignant and say 
they do not understand that Congress ap- 
propriated $50,000,000 to help Spain establish 
home rule in Cuba. They can hardly believe 
that President McKinley, under the demon- 
stration of Spanish deceit through the pres- - 
ent autonomy effort, would for an instant 
listen to such a proposition at this time, 
but it seems to be almost certain that the 
President has once more turned back to 
the autonomy scheme and is disposed to 
give Spain another opportunity to establish 
home rule, providing in the meanwhile that 
the starvation is stopped, which the Presi- 
dent. proposes to do by means of another 
appropriation from Congress. 

Most of the leaders in Congress had been 
worked up to a point where they believed 
Major McKinley was making ready for 
actual intervention, and they are corre- 
spondingly despondent over the discovery 
that the great bulk of the warlike prepara- 
tions seem to have been merely to frighten 
Spain into making new promises which are, 
of course, short of the actual independence 
of the island. 

President McKinley, as has been repeat- 
edly stated, is disposed to believe what men 
tell him, and he is therefore unwilling to 
admit officially that Spanish promises are 
wholly unreliable. In default of what he 


considers a real cause of war, therefore, he 


is preparing to listen to the autonomy folly 
once more, and will turn his policy in that 
direction so far as he is able to control 
events. It is quite evident that if the Presi- 
dent should announce to Congress his in- 
tention to give Spain another chance hostili- 
ties would ensue, for even conservative men 
like Allison, Davis, Cullom, Gorman, and 
others who are honestly supporting the 
President at the present time are not in- 
clined to talk autonomy at all, and it is 


-. quite certain that a majority of both mem- 


bers and Senators would reject the plan 
“without hesitation if it were offered to them 
direct. 

Cables from Woodford. 


The Vice President and Mrs. Hobart and 
Senator and Mrs. Fairbanks dined with the 
President and Mrs. McKinley, and later in 
the evening Secretary Long called and had 
a short conference with the President.

Madrid Government Is Notified of the 
Findings of the Maine Court 
of Inquiry. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
Wishington, D. C., March 26.—The in- 
tense anxiety which marked yesterday's de- 
velopments in the Spanish situation was 
noticeably relieved today, as the worst, for 
the present at least, had become known in 
the publication of the material points of the

but to await calmly the submission of the 
full report and the President's message to 
Congress early next week. 

Such cable communications as may have 
passed between Washington and Madrid in 
regard to the report were closely guarded 
by Officials. It was known, however, that 
Minister Woodford has been cabled to notify 
the Spanish government as to results found 
by the American court, particularly that 
the explosion was external, and that the 
responsibility for the external explosion 
nud not been definitely fixed. This cable- 
‘gram, it can now be stated, was sent from 
Washington on Thursday night. 

The fact that it was dispatched before the 
arrival of Commander Marix bearing the 
full text of the report and the evidence ap- 
pears on its face to involve contradiction. 
It ean be stated only that the cablegram 
was sent to Minister Woodford directing 
him to give this notification to the Spanish 
povernmment on Thursday might. It is de- 
Heved that this dispatch went no further 


than directing the results to be made known | 


to the Spanish government, with a view of 
leaving the responsibility with Spain of 
making such response as seems appropriate 
on tuch an occasion. 7 
Up to tonight no action on the part of the 
Spanish government had been officially com- 
muniicated to Washington. It is not doubted 
that the Spanish Ministry and Minister 
Wood@ford had conferred on the subject, but 
that any formal or final course of action had 
been determined upon is not probable. Be- 
sides the Mame event the Spanish Cabinet us 
today on the eve of a fierce political contest 
which terminates tomorrow in elections for 
the Cortes; so that this may cause some 
slight delay.

SAYS THAT SPAIN IS AWEAKLING 


British Foreign Office Official Points 
Out Her Inability to Cope with 
the United States. 


London, March 26.—Although public opin- 
jon on this side of the Atlantic, as in Amer- 
ica, had already discounted the findings of 
the United States court of inquiry into the 
loss of the Maine and actual confirmation 
was expected, the verdict only served to 
whet people's appetites. It has in no way 
alleviated the suspense or the anxiety in re- 
gard to the immediate effect produced by the 
report, nor the eagerness to know the posi- 
tion which President McKinley and his 
Cabinet propose to take in this difficult 
and delicate situation. So intense is the. 
interest in the latest turn of the kaleid- 
oscope that it has immeasurably increased 
the nervous tension which has been agitating 
Europe for the last three months. 

There is little hope here that hostilities can 
be averted, and it is believed the revelation 
now officially made will so combine the other 
factors of the situation as to make war in- 
evitable, though it is still regarded as pos- 
sible that Spain. at the last moment, will 
eee the hopelessness of maintaining her 
position and will yield to the inevitable, with- 
out, as a British admiralty official said, 
„ having the lesson unmercifully hammered 
into her, although the hammering may pos- 
sibly not be accomplished until after her 
spirits have been raised by a temporary suc- 
cess.”’ 


N ot a Jingo Movement. 


Tt is at last realized here that the move- 
ment to end the Cuban war is no longer in 
the hands of the jingoes, but that a solid 
sentiment of the United States bids the 
Executive act when th® proper moment 
arises: that the risks have been estimated 
and that the great body of Americans are 
ready to face them. So far as it is possible 
to ascertein the general diplomatic opin- 
ion it can be summed up in the words ofa 
Foreign Office official, who remarked: 

“The preservation of peace depends upon 
the temper Spain displays when the inevita- 
ble notification is delivered. The President 
proposes to relieve the sufferers by dis- 
tributing food, clothes, and medicines from 
American warships and transports, pre- 
cisely as Great Britain is now unofficially 
and on @ smaller scale doing in Crete, and 
unless Spain pockets her overweening con- 
ceit, which has hitherto made the recogni- 
tion of her failure impossible to her, a 
rupture must come from that quarter and 
Spain will be put hopelessly in the wrong. 
Spain’s pretensions of preparations for war 
and her Finance Minister’s assurance that 
he has sufficient funds therefor are equally 
untenable unless the latter contemplates 
the immediate suspension of specie pay- 
ments and the payment of the interest on 
the debt in paper. 


Spain Is Likened to Greece. 

“The truth is that Spain is no more ina 
position to fight the United States than was 
Greece to fight Turkey. The one great hope 
of the European Chancelleries is that the 
President will succeed in delaying the ex- 
plosion until, under the guise of autonomy, 
arrangements may possibly be made to fa- 
cililate Spain's giving up Cuba. It must be 
remembered that for two years, although 
Spain has at times assumed a vigorous at- 
titude, she has invariably failed to maintain 
it when the crisis was reached. The sug- 
ges of the continental press of interven- 
tion upoa the part of the European powers 


to provoke hostilities.“

Forced: Armistice for One Year Is Now 
Suggested. 


SECRETARY GAGE TO GET FUNDS. 


New York, March 26.—[{Special.J—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says: 

The President tonight still tells his closest 
advisers that he believes the Cuban question 
will be solved without resort to force. His 
confidence tonight is stronger than at any 
time this week, because he thinks a wave of 
sober second thought has set in, and that 
the rampant war spirit is not so dominant 
as it has been. War can be avoided, and is 
not a grim necessity. The President asks 
the question: If we must have war, what 
is it all about!“ 

Added to this is the rapidly-growing be- 
lief in administration circles that Spain is 
only waiting an opportunity. It is to offer 
a plan for the government of Cuba that will 
commend itself as fair and just and at the 
same time satisfy the Spanish people. It 
is expected that within the next few days 
Spain will offer to Cuba a form of self- 
government similar to that enjoyed by the 
States of this union. Full legislative power 
will be given to the Cuban people; the col- 
lection of taxes and the administration of 
affairs generally will be in their hands. 
Altogether as wide a range of home rule 
will be granted as is enjoyed by Canada. 

The Spanish government asks that there 
be a Governor-General to represent the 
crown and have a veto power, which, how- 
ever, could be overridden by a two-thirds 
majority. A certain portion of the customs 
would be rendered to the crown, but, aside 
from these limitations, Cuba would be free 
and independent. 

In case of the failure of Spain to offer a 

rm of self-government on the terms out- 

ed above speedily and in a way that will 
E it acceptable another plan is sug- 
gested: | 

First—To declare an armistice for one 
year, the insurgents meanwhile to lay down 
their arms and resume their occupations as 
peaceful citizens, and the Spanish troops to 
be practicaily withdrawn from Cuba. 

Second—That Spain should furnish a form 
of government during that year which would 
be adequate for the protection of the peo- 
ple, but the administration of which would 
be to all intents in the hands of the natives.

Third—This amount of $150,000,000 having 
been provided for, before it was exhausted a 
popular loan would have been put out. 


Different View of the Journal. 


A dispatch to the Journal from Washing- 
ton says: 

An unmistakable intimation was sent to 
Madrid today by the State department fore- 
casting the President intervention message 
of next week, and suggesting that the only 
way to obviate the sending of this message 
is for Spain to at once declare its intention 
to stop the war in Cuba and send the recon- 
centrados to the farm lands from which they 
were driven. A reply is expected tomorrow 
or on Monday. 

“The belief exists tonight that hostilities 
will begin before the torpedo flotilla now en 
route from the Canary Islandsreaches with- 
in striking distance of the American coast or 
the American war vessels. Events are rap- 
idly shaping themselves toward war. Talk 
of delay is baseless. 

“That armed intervention will occur

„Commodore Schley will take command 
of the flying squadron on Monday, and will 
proceed to sea on Tuesday or Wednesday. 
It can be stated on excellent authority that 
the Commodore has been instructed to inter- 
cept the flotilla, to warn it to stop at Puerto 
Rico, and if it refuses to heed this request 
to destroy it. 

The President's message to Congress 
is in course of preparation. It will be most 
carefully worded and non-inflammatory in 
character. Its most conspicuous feature 
will be the declaration that, in the Presi- 
dent’s opinion, the war must stop at once. 
By the time this message reaches Congress 
the President expects to have heard from 
Spain as to her opinion on the subject of re- 
lieving Cuba and stopping the war. If she 
agrees to stop the war within forty-eight 
hours, and to receive the relief supplies and 
give the United States officials all possible 
aid in their distribution, there will be no 
trouble, unless the flying squadron should 
in the meantime get out of communication 
with the administration and become en- 
gaged with the Spanish flotilla.

The customs revenues have in- 
creased fully 90 per cent. The condition of 
the reconcentrados has improved greatly. 
Many farmers have resumed cultivation of 
théir land. Many plantations are grinding. 
They have produced more than 200,000 tons 
of sugar. Many of the hands are surren- 
dered rebels. 

„Many rebel leaders have surrendered, ac- 
cepting autonomy. The principal leaders 
would daso if they had no hope of assistance 
from the United States. The conservatives 
of Cuba and enemies of Cuba accept auton- 
omy as law and will vote. Peace would

The greatest care will be exercised in hav- 
ing only able-bodied men sent to duty in the 
field. Already the medical officers have 
been instructed to examine and report upon 
the physical condition of the citizen soldier. 
The experiences during the war, when dis- 
abled men were sent to the front, where 
there was the belated discovery that they 
were unfit for service and had to be sent 
home, have suggested methods of examina- 
tion, which will be conducted before the 
troops. leave their respective homes. The 
prospects of war are such as to indicate 
that the government will not be reduced to 
the dire emergency of selecting anybody 
who may offer his services, without regard 


to his physical condition. The reports which 


have been.solicited from the militia author- 
ities will show the condition of the men 
from the standpoint of the surgeon, and will 
show the number of able-bodied men in the 
militia who will be available for service dur- 
ing the period of sixty days. 


Surgeons Assigned to Duty. 

The Surgeon General of the army has se- 
lected the medical officers who will be as- 
signed to duty with the troops at home or 
with an expedition for invasion. In the 
event of the latter operation a prominent 
medical officer will be detailed with the di- 
vision command, and will exercise control 
of the hygienic conditions of the army. 
Army medical officers will also be detailed 
to inspect the camps of volunteer soldiers 
and militia. They will instruct the surgeons 
of the latter organizations as to precautions

Surgeon General Van Reypen will ask for 
twenty-five additional assistant surgeons, 
which he desires to permanently add to the 
list of medical officers.

Over the Maine Report. 


VIEWS OF MANY MEMBERS 


Strong Sentiment in Favor of 


Immediate Action. 


WILL BROOK LITTLE DELAY. 


Committees Will Not Be Permitted to

OPINIONS READ ALL ONE WAY. 


New York, March 26.—(Special.J—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says: 
All sorts of trouble may erop out in the 
House next Monday,’ said a veteran Repub- 
ican member tonight, in connection with 
the presentation of the report on the Maine 
disaster. Not the least of our burden may 
be a motion to have the entire report and 
testimony in the case read from the clerk's 
desk before this document is turned over to 
the Foreigh Affairs committee. Buch a mo- 
tion would be clearly in order, and this is 
likewise true of a motion to lay on the table. 
This might precipitate trouble at the outset, 
and no man can foresee what would be the 
outcome. 

In the debate which would necessarily 
ensue the Cuban straw could be thrashei 
over for the benefit of interested constit- 
vents, and incidentally half a dozen bellicose 
resolutions may be precipitated. 

This opportunity to open the floodgates 
of oratory and pentup patriotism will not be 
meglected, and it would not be at ail 
marvelous if the debate should include all 
the leaders on both sides of the chamber. 
There is a current of enthusiasm running 
through Congress now which will not be 
atayed by any suggestion as to the policy of 
delay so far as Cuban independence may be 
concerned. 

“*Democrats and Republicans are sur- 
charged with speeches which they must get 
rid of, and the Maine report will be used as 
a vehicle for this outburst. If a vote could 
be taken on a resolution favoring war with 
Spain, regardless of consequences or ex- 
pense, it would go through the House as 
easily as did the emergency dppropriation of 


That is the temper of the House now, 
and it is not likely there will be any material 
change between now and Monday.“ 

The World will publish the following inter- 
views with Congressmen at Washington on 
what should be done in the present crisis: 

Representative Charles H. Grosvenor of 
Ohio, the President's spokesman on the floor 
of the House—The House is very feverish. 
Things will move with a whoop next weck. 

Representative Charles H. Gillett of Mas- 
eachusetts, a member of the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations—I am in favor of 
standing by the President in this crisis. He 
best knows what ought and what ought not 
to be done. I believe he intends to do the 
right thing at the right time. 

Representative Albert 8. Berry of Ken- 
tucky. a member of the same committee—I 
am in favor of sending a fleet to meet the 


Spanish torpedo flotilla, intercepting them, 


and either turning them back or sinking 
them. This act of Spain in dispatching this 
fleet is sufficient cause for war. It is ar un- 
friendly act and should be treated as such. 
Jam in favor of armed intervention in Cuban 
affairs immediately, and I don t believe Con- 
grees will tolerate further delay. 
Representative Milford W. Howard of Ala- 
bama, another member of the House Foreign 
Relations committee—Action should be tak- 
en upon the Maine report at once. But 
aside from this we should grant Cuban inde- 


“pendence. It is the only thing left to do. 


It is too late today to do anything else. 
Recognition of belligerency would avail 
nothing. The only policy, therefore, is a 
policy of armed intervention. 


Wants Definite Action. 
Representative Henry R. Gibson of Ten- 


nessee—We cannot afford to feed people of 


a foreign nation, but at the same time we 
cannot allow ourselves to stand by and see 
the people of Cuba, under our own eyes, 
starve to death. Without affirmative action 
on our part Cuba cannot be free. Affirma- 
tive action would relieve the peqzle of des- 
titution, give them encouragement and 
moral support, and in a short time they 
would work out thelr own salvation. 

Representative James R. Mann of INinois 
—Unless the House leaders and the adminis- 
tration are prepared to take prompt and de- 
cisive actio& in regard to the Maine disaster 
and the Cuban question I believe the House 
will do it regardiess of their wishes. There 
is a time limit to all things. Cuba should 
be free at once. 

Representative George W. Steele of In- 
diana--I am with the administration on the 
Cuban question. Whenever it gives the 
word to fight I shall gladly respond. It may 
be that we are not in a position to engage 
in a conflict with Spain, and that the Presi- 
dent is preparing for hostilities. I believe 
that he means to do the right thing at the 
right time. 


Representative S. A. Northway of Ohio— 


I trust the present difficulty we are entering 
into will end peacefully and with honor by 
diplomacy. But there is no telling what 
the morrow will bring forth. 1 have full 
confidence in the wisdom of the President, 


and I am of the opinion that he will deal 


properly with the situation. 

Representative Jerry Simpson of Kansas 
Ir the report of the board of inquiry shows 
that the Maine was destroyed by an external 
agency. and I understand it does, Spain 
should be driven from the Western Hemi- 
sphere. She is a barbarous nation and 
should be treated aa such. I believe Con- 
gress will take action on the Cuban ques- 
tion within the next forty-eight hours. 


Forty-eight Hours to Quit. 

Representative Charles C. Joy of Missouri 
--Spain should be given forty-eight hours in 
which to take her lag from the Western 
Tiemisphere. At the expiration of that time 
if the fag was still there the United States 
should send the whole Atlantic squadron 
and Asiatic squadpons and all the other 
squadrons that might be necessary to the 
harbor of Havana, shell,the city, and take 
possession of the island. Congress has beer. 
restrained fram acting, but I don't see how 
it can be held in check longer. 

Senater Allen of Nebraska—There can be 
mo doubt that the Cuban question is ap- 
pronching a crisis. I have never changed 
my mind as to what should be done. I think 
we should acknowledge the full political 
independence of the Republic of Cuba and 
gpeedily intervene on the grounds of hu- 
manity and release the reconcentrados from 
Jmprisonment and succor them until they 
ean be self-supporting. 

Senator Harris of Kansas—For four hun- 


ears, wherever in this hemisphere 


the Spanish fiag has floated, life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness have been de- 
nied, and there has been no peace. Let us 
have peace, and to that end let us serve 
notice upon Spain that she must take her 
Rag trom this Western world forever, and 
let the Cuban Republic govern Cuba. The 
Cubans with tears and blood and death 
have earned their freedom. No bonds, no 
arbitration, no more delays. 


In No Mood for Delay. 

Representative Benton McMillin of Ten- 
nessee—The House is in no condition for 
trifling delays. It will demand action ut the 
earliest possible moment. However, the re- 
port must go before the proper committee. 

Representative McAleer, Pennsyivania— 
I do not think the House will take the bit 
into its mouth, although I must admit that 
members are very restive over any pros- 
pective delay. 

Representative W. L. Terry of Arkansas— 
The House will not submit to unnecessary 
délay. its temper is on edge already, and 
each hour only adds to ite keennesa. 

Representative William A. Young of Vir- 
ginia—The House, I think, wants immediate 
gction and will brook no delay. If the com- 
mittee attempts to hold up the House at the 
dictation of the President or any high offi- 
cial a night in Hades will be but a summer

York—At this hour it does not look as if the 
House would submit to any long delay. The 
consensus of opinion seems to be that, while 
the House should not act with undue haste, 
immediate oction is necessary in order that 
we assert the dignity of the country which 
has been inhumanly wounded and outraged 
in this affair. 

Representative Peter Otey of Virginia— 
The House will demand that such immediate 
action be taken as will insure that the com- 
mittee waste no unnecessary time in pre- 
senting the report to the House for its con- 
sideration. 

Representative James D. Richardson of 
Tennessee—My impression is that the House 
is almost a unit against delay if the report 
contains what we have reason to believe it 
contains. Should the committee attempt to 
forestall action in any way there is liable to 

epresentative Henry D. Clayton of Ala - 
bama—The country demands prompt action 
and the House wants prompt action, and is 
in no humor for vexatious delays. It would 
be unhealthy for any one to trifle with mem- 
bers at this time. y 

Representative R. Ellis of Oregon—The 
House will submit to no delay. It wants 
prompt action and is going to have it. : 

Representative Hugh R. Belknap of Iili- 
nois—The House, in my opinion, will de- 
mand the speediest action possible on the 
report. It is in no mood for delay. 
Representative James A. Connelly of Hu- 
nois—Congress will be ready to act as soon 
as it is satisfied that the country is ready 
for war—that is, the army and navy. Con- 
gress is ready to act now, but Congress will 
not do the fighting. We should be first sat- 
ised that we are in position to whip cur 
foe and then we should proceed. 


Torpedo Fleet a Menace. 


On the question of acting against Spain’s 
torpedo fleet Representatives said: 

Representative Northway of Ohio—The 
sailing of the Spanish torpedo fleet from the 
Canaries is practically a declaration of war, 
and I believe we would be justified in the 
eyes of the world in taking some decisive 
action. 

Representative Brownlow of Tennesssee— 
Individually speaking, I should say that it 
would be a god plan to meet the Spanish 
flotilla, and. if possible, blow it out of the 
water.

‘end to Spanish barbarities. 

Representative Shattuck of Ohlo-It is our 
duty to call a halt on this Spanish ques- 
tion. The quicker we assert our complete 
independence and manhood, the sooner 
other nations will recall the spirit of our 
American youth. 

Representative Norton of Ohio—Were I 
able to issue orders I would see to it that 
this Spanish torpedo fleet was blown off 
the map the very moment it shows in our 
‘waters. 
Representative Dorr of West Virginia— 
I do not like this news about these torpedo 
boats coming our way. I am not much in 
favor of forcing a war, but we cannot let 
them rub it into us. No, siree. ' 


Senator Morgan’s Fiery Talk. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[{Special. ]— 
The tenor of the opinions held by the ma- 
jority of the members of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations was shown today 
by a statement made by Senator John T. 
Morgan of Alabama. The Maine report will 
be referred to this committée on Monday, 
and in speaking of what would follow Mr. 
Morgan said today: 

There is only one conclusion to be drawn 
from what we now know about the Maine 
explosion—that Spain did it. 
either by active connivance or through ina- 
bility to suppress those who conspired to 
do it. One is as bad as the other. We can- 
not afford to allow a government to remain 
in Cuba that is either capable of doing this 
thing or is incapable of preventing it. That 
is the judgment of several million people, 
and one man is certainly unwise to refuse to 
abide by it. 

“If my house were to be sacked by burg- 
lars tonight and the policeman on the post 
were to find a burglar recently out of Sing 
Sing, who had thoroughly established his 
character as a thief, walking in front of my 
house, he would arrest him and a jury would 
convict him on his established character. 

Spain has established her character by 
the Cuban slaughter. We do not have to go 
back to the middle ages. We have in this 
generation 400,000 persons who were not 
fighting starved to death by military orders, 
Spain has outlawed herself by her acts and 
has put herself beyond the pale of human 
sympathy. 

We have borne with patience her out- 
rages. We have filled our jails with men 
prompted by the ordinary impulses of hu- 
manity to help her victims. We have done 
police duty for Spain long enough on our 
shores. Now the time is here to stop it be- 
cause it disturbs the peace of our country, 
destroys our trade, and outrages the world. 
We have the same right to interfere in Cuba 
that France had to come to our aid in our 
revolution—the right of men, of human be- 
ings—and we will exercise it.” | 


ELKINS HAS POSITIVE VIEWS. 


Thinks Congress Should Feed the Pa- 
cificos and Accept Cash for the 
Maine’s Sailors. 


New York, March 26.—[Special.J—A dis- 
patch to the Journal from Washington says: 

Senator Elkins, who stepped out of the 
White House just before noon, after a con- 
ference with the President, said: I think 
we ought to bind up the wounds of the suf- 
fering, feed the hungry, and play the act of 
the good samaritan in Cuba, I think Spain 
is willing for us to feed the Cubans, and I 
think we had better do that than try to pun- 
ish the ones that brought them to their pres- 
ent condition. 

As for the disaster to the Maine, I be- 
lieve that Spain will be willing to pay an 
indemnity for the boat and for the men 
killed. I don’t think we ought to go to war 
over the Cuban situation and kill 40,000 or 
50,000 of our American soldiers just for the 
purpose of freeing Cuba.“

HOUSE MAKES LITTLE PROGRESS 
| , WITH THE MEASURE. 


Cannon of Ilinois Opposes the Plans 
for Five Dry Decks and Will Fight 
te Have One Stricken Out—Also 
Wants One Battleship Leas than the 
Bill Provides—Favors More Torpedo 
Boats—Boutelle of Maine Favors Six 
Big Ships Instead of Three. | 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—During the 
debate on the naval appropriation bill today 
in the House every utterance in favor of 
aggressive action against Spain was ap- 
plauded to the echo by the crowded gal- 
leries. A strong effort was made to increase 
the appropriation for the naval reserves, but 
it failed. Another effort to have the govern- 
ment untform the naval militia also failed. 
The main contest of the day was overa 
proposition to decrease the number of tim- 
ber dry docks authorized by the bill from 
four to three. It led Mr. Cannon, chairman 
of the Appropriations committee, who made 
the motion, to digcuss the whole question 
of war preparations, and to inveigh against 
undue extravagance. He was voted down— 
78 to 107. 

No point of order was made against the 
proposed timber docks, but Mr. Cannon 
gave notice that he would raise a point 
against the proposed steel dock at Algiers, 
La,, on the ground that a dock necessarily 
involved in the future the establishment of 
a naval yard. There was some further discus- 
sion of the relative merits of large battle- 
ships and smaller warcraft, in whieh the tem- 
per of the House seemed almost equally di- 
vided, but the paragraphs relating to the 
ships had not been reached when the House 
adjourned. 

A special notice was sent to all the Re- 
publican members of the House this 1 * 
ing to be in their places at noon today. : 
leaders had decided to bring in a ag 
rule to bring the naval appropriation b 
to a vote if the filibustering of yesterday 
was to be resumed, but as the Democrats 
gave assurances that the obstructive tac- 
tles, would not be continues ne plan of 
bringing in a rule was abandoned. 

The consideration of the naval bill was 
resumed under the five-minute rule. 

Mr. Elliott [Dem., S. C.] moved an amend- 
ment to provide the naval militia with 
clothing. Mr. Boutelle pointed out that the 
government had never been called upon to 
supply clothing to the naval militia and 
he did not believe the scope of the gavern- 
ment appropriations had been broadened. 
The amendment was lost. 

Another amendment was offered by Mr. 
Foote [Rep., N. T. to incréase the appro- 
priation for arms, accoutrements, etc., of 
naval reserves from $60,000 to $100,000. 


Boutell Favors Intervention. 


Mr. Boutell [Rep., III.] in supporting the 
amendment argued that it was the duty of 
the United States to intervene in Cuba, His 
remarks aroused several outbursts of ap- 
plause, but he was repeatedly called to order 
under the ruling of yesterday limiting the 
debate to the section under consideration, 

Mr. Lewis [Dem., Wash.] also argued in 
favor of intervention. War, he said, was 
already upon us. We were fools to disguise 
it. It was not patriotic’ to delude ourselves 
further. The Spanish torpedo flotilla was 
sailing toward our shores. He asserted thae 
it was the duty of the government to inter- 
cept that fleet. 

When the paragraph providing for the 
construction of four timber dry docks at 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Boston, Mass.; Mare 
Island, Cal.; and League Island, Pa., was 
reached no point of order was made against 
it, but Mr. Cannon, chairman of the Ap- 
propriations committee, moved to reduce the 
number of timber dry docks to be authorized 
to three, and to be located at such navy 
yards as the Secretary of the Navy might 
direct. 

The findings of the Bunce board and the 
recommendations of the Secretary of the 
Navy with regard to dry docks were dis- 
cussed at great length. 

Mr. Dockery (Dem., Mo.) said he was will- 
ing to vote for all the docks deemed ur- 
gertly necessary,“ but Portsmouth was not 


one of them. 


Mr. Cannon discussed in a general way 
the proposed increases in the navy, dry 
docks, and battleships. He said he was will- 
ing, as he thought every other member of 
the House was, to be liberal in voting all 
the money necessary for the naval estab- 
lishment. With reference to dry docks, 
there were, he said, four docks in the United 
States which would accommodate battle- 
ships—at New York, Port Royal, Hudder’s 
Point, Cal, and Puget Sound. For three 
years to come, if a battleship was docked 
at San Francisco Bay it would have to be 

at Hudder’s Point. He read from the report 

of the Chief of Engineers to show that it 
would cost $310,000 to deepen the channel 
from San Francisco to Mare Island so that 
a battleship could get to the yard. Three 
docks were enough. Let the Secretary lo- 
cate them. This was no time for locality. 
It was the time for efficiency. 

Personally, he disclaimed an interest in 
any locality. But he begged the gentle- 
men to remember that a dry dock neccs- 
sarily meant a naval yard, and, because he 
believed this was no time to establish new 
naval stations, he gave notice that he would 
make a point of order against the proposed 
steel dry dock at Algiers, La., and also 
against the investigation of the desirability 
of locating a dock at Galveston, Tex. 

He was opposed, he declared, to any at- 
tempt to foist upon the House, under the 
cry of emergency, new work which could 
not stand on its merits. When he touched 
the increases of the navy he suggested that 
the battleships could not be placed into com- 
mission in thirty-six months. The small 
torpedo boats might, on the other hand, be 
completed before the war, it war it was to 

be, was over. 7 

Mr. Boutelle said he would vote for any in- 
crease in the number of torpedo boats Mr. 
Cannon might suggest. 

“I suggest then that you strike out two 
of the battleships and insert the equivalent. 
in small boats.“ [Applause.] 

Strike down the fighting line and increase 
the mosquito’fleet,’’ observed Mr. Boutelle 
amid laughter. 

Cannon Opposes Battleships. 


Mr. Cannon said he realized that it wasa 

thankless job while the patriotic heart of 
the country was stirred to criticise anything 
labeled natlonal defense.“ But he had a 
duty to perform and he would discharge it. 
The utility of the modern battleship had not 
been demonstrated. He had been greatly 
interested in the discussion of the respective 
merits of the expensive battleship and the 
relatively inexpensive monitor. He would 
like to see these great engines of war tested 
before he voted to expend $15,000,000 more. 
[Applause.] Much better at this time to build 
or buy small torpedo boats which would be 
in service in three or six months. 
Mr. Boutelle interrupted to declare that 
it was our niggardly policy with regard to 
the navy which forced us to ransack Europe 
to find vessels with which to meet the aggres- 
sor. “If we are going to fight the world 
we must meet the equipment of the world. 
Ferry boats will not perform the service 
they did in 1881-68.“ 

Mr. Hilborn [Rep., Cal. J. a member of the 
Naval committee, called attention to the fact 
that wa had scoured the earth, but not a bat- 
tleship in the world was for sale.

PERISH IN THE COLD, 


Disaster Overtakes the Crew 
of the Greenland. 


FORTY-EIGHT MEN DEAP. 


Many Companions Are Made 
Cripples by Exposure. 


HAPLESS SHIP IS A SEAL

a terrible disaster. On Wednesday last, 
when among the ice floes, while her crew 
were traveling about the floes in search of 
seals, a storm arose, accompanied by a 
blinding snow, which drifted rapidly, and a 
severe frost. | 


Men Frozen and Maimed. 


The members of the crew who were ont 
ice could not regain the vessel, and were 
exposed to the terrible weather throughout 
the night and all the next day. Forty-ei 
men perished, and between fifty and six 
were so badly frostbitten that the ampu 
tion of one or more of their limbs will h 
to be undergone by all of them. 

Yesterday the Greenland succeeded in 1 
covering the bodies of twenty-five of t 
victims, but the remaining twenty-three 
were buried beneath the snowdrifts. 

All of the frostbitten men are now aboard 
the steamer and are suffering terribly, hav- 
ing been without proper medical attendance. 


May Be Other Disasters. 


From the circumstances of the disaster 
is feared that other steamers have suffered 
in a similar manner. The city is in a state 
great excitement.

Grim Stories of Survivors.

They gathered under the lee 
of hummocks and pinnacles to protect 
themselves as much as possible from t 
force of the storm and were gradually buried 
under the snow. They dared not walk 
about for fear of falling through holes 
the ice. Their supply of provisions was 
small, and soon hunger added its pangs 
their other miseries. Some of the weaker 
ones yielded to sleep, the sleep from whith 
one never wakes. The cold was intenge. 
That night the ship's thermometer went to 
7° below zero. The spray from the waves 
drenched those on the smaller floes and was 
instantly converted into ice. It was among 
these the mortality was greatest.

DATA OF CRIMES SOUGHT. 


SIGNIFICANT ORDER TO POLICE STA- 
TION DESK SERGEANTS. 


Instructed to Compile Statistics of Nine 
Months of Badenoch’s Administra- 
tion to Compare with Like Matter 
for Eight Weeks’ Work by the Force 
Under Kipley—Politicians Say the 
Matter Will Be Used as a Campaign 
Document by Democrats. 


Acting Superintendent of Police Lyman B. 
Lewis has issued an order to Inspectors to 
prepare criminal statistics for nine months 

of the Badenoch administration compared 

with two months of the administration of 
Chief Kipley. The order urges that the 
Statistics be got together as early as possi- 
ble, and last night Desk Sergeants in every 
police station in Chicago were at work se- 
curing the data. Politicians say the com- 
parison is to be used in the spring campaign 
in the interest of Democratic candidates. 

The order calls for all Griminal data relat- 
ing to murders, holdups, street car rob- 
beries, burglaries, larcenies, and assaults 
with intent to kill, together with mention of 
any important captures in connection with 
each case. The record of the Badenoch ad- 
ministration will be taken from June, 1806, 
to March, 1897. The Kipley administration 
Statistics are only asked for two months, 
January and February, 1898. 

Politicians who comprehend the purport of 
the order say that any comparison based on 
the data gained between these respective 
dates will make a very poor showing for 
Badenoch and reflect great credit on the 
Police department under Chief Joseph 
Kipley. : 

The most notorious holdups during the 
Badenoch administration occurred in the 
nine months for which the statistics are 
asked. The winter of 1806-07 was one of the 
coldest in the history of Chicago, and crime 
is known to be rampant when the weather is 
excessively cold; especially is this true of 
holdups and burglaries. en, too, the 
long and short men were at work, and 
they added much to the criminal record of 
the period. 

On the other hand, politicians say, the two 
best months of Chief Kipley’s administra- 
tion have been picked out for the purpose of 
making the comparison. Winter months 
were chosen, ostensibly for the purpose of 
making the comparison seem fair, but actu- 
Ally, it is claimed, so that the facts could be 
juggled to reflect great credit on the present 
administration. January a February of 
1808 were mild in comparisoff with the win- 
ter before. Both months were exceptionally d 
free from crime, more so, in all probability, 
than any corresponding period during Chief 
Kipley’s administration, excepting, perhaps, 
the summer months of 1897. : 

If the term of comparison had been the 
same in each case, those who are familiar 
with the records say there would have been 
little difference. Within the period from 
June, 1807, to March, 1898, under Chief Kip- 
ley, there were seven street car holdups, 
most of them on the West Side, and all oc- 
curring within a period of sixty days. In 
October and November, 1897, it is said, the 
number of store and saloon holdups was 
fully up to the record of any two months of 
Badenoch's administration. 

In issuing his order, Acting Chief Lewis 
neglected to include October and November, 
1547, in the period for which the data is to 
be compiled, and if those months were in- 
ciuded, it is said, there would be very little 
campaign material in the statistics. -

. It is generally assumed that American 
bankers will call for gold from Burope if 
war be imminent next month, and the gen- 
eral effect will be to force the bank to raise 
the rate and thereby to tighten the money 
market and lower all classes of securities. 
large balances are held in England, Ger- 
many, and France to the credit of America 
fa the form of call loans, and much of this 
gold will be sent for in case of war. Al- 
ready the outflow of gold has been consider- 
able. 

This is a matter which affects investment 
and speculation on every European ex- 


change, and bankers will be relieved when 


they can know the conditions of the money 
market which they can reasonably expect. 
Otherwise there is little anxiety here among 
financiers respecting the possibility of war. 
It is not considered probable that the direct 
menace of war will produce anything more 
than a temporary flurry in American stocks. 
It will be a speculators’ movement and will 
goon end. 
Investors Are Not Scared. 
Investors here will not be frightened, but 
will hold their securities in confident ex- 
pectation that these will rise with the lin- 
creased movement of railway traffic caused 


by war.

A cry is now going up that the Brit- 
ish government is not governing at all, and 
that its policy is fast disappearing through 
tant “apen door” of which far too much 
has lately been heard. Men have it that un- 
leas something is done immediately the inac- 
tion of the present administration as to 
foreign-affaire will look perilously like eat- 
ing crow. What that something may be is 
not too clearly defined in popular utterances, 
but undoubtedly the present mistrust and 
muddle is due to the discipline of silence ob- 
served by the political leaders. To almost 
every inquiry on the grave events existing 
the answer from the Treasury bench is that 
“these things they may not tell,” until at 
last men are driven to the conclusion that 
the officials 40 not know their own work for 


which they are paid. There are signs that 
a sharp awakening for the Tories is not 
far off. 
The report, partly ignored in the House of 
Commons, that Russia had really acquired 
Port Arthur and Ta-Lien-Wan, surprised no 
one with even a moderate knowledge of 
events, but has fidgeted into a fever the 
British public, which in its sublime ignor- 
ance of far Bastern affairs made light of the 
really important fact that Russia had just 
„ squared’ Japan by clearing out of Corea. 
It is self-evident, of course, that Russia 
meant to have Port Arthur sooner or later, 
but the popular imagination here had been 
fired by the oft-repeated assertions that 
Pekin was dangerously near Port Arthur, 
whence the government of the Czar could 
and would dictate his imperial will to the 
Chinese dynasty. It never strikes these good 
people that the Chinese court is not immov- 
ably fixed at Pekin by any heaven-sent de- 
cree, or that the Emperor is actually anx- 
ious to move further south. It also escapes 
them that even with Russia at Port Arthur 
and Ta-Lien-Wan, it is to British merchant- 
men that the great bulk of trade will in- 
evitably fall. That bugbear, the Trans- 
siberian railway, evidently is not merely 
a military road, but twisted minds here re- 
fuse to look at it in any other light save as 
a huge pipe pouring out Russian soldiers 
into a continent whence the British flag has 
been chucked. There is almost the echo of 
the cry, “Nous Sommes Trahis"’ in this 
matter. 

May Have to Reckon with France. 
In spite of Hanotaux’s gracious speeches 
on royal guests and English friendship, it is 
with France instead of Russia thet this 
country may shortly havetoreckon, Not in 
west Africa alone is the situation awkward, 
but in China the terms asked are such as 
to constitute a real threat for Great Britain. 
Unless the French demands are modified it 
is difficult to see how England can tolerate 
with dignity the Chinese concessions, which, 
among other things, practically involve the 
dominating of Hongkong and cutting it off 
from the’mainiand. It is said that they 
will be modified, but this country may have 
to practice a meek and sham toleration for 
some weeks. 
The French Republic cannot at this junc- 
ture afford the appearance of backing down 
between now and May 8, the date fixed for 
the French elections. The dramatic doings 
of Meline’s ministry will have much to doin 
deciding whether it stands or falls, and a 
fine show of power in the interval will alone 
save it. Much would be added to the glory 
of the present government if, within the 
next six weeks, France could, without actual 
war, have all the prestige of having driven 
Great Britain into a corner and pulled its 
nose. |

Great Britain Is Defeated in the

London, March 28.—[ Copyright, 1898, by 
New York Evening Post. I— Every day in- 
creases the perplexity of the China problem. 
Indeed, this, quite as much as the boisterous 
weather, is responsible for the postponement 
of Lord Salisbury’s departure for his Riviera 
holiday. The impression of the public is that 
Lord Salisbury is at this moment quite shut 
out from public life, and in adopting this im- 
pression some journals have this week been 
reconstructing the Cabinet, with the Duke 
of Devonshire at its head. As a matter of 
fact, the situation is exactly as was described 
on high authority in my dispatch last week. 
Lord Salisbury has no present idea of relin- 
quishing either the Foreign Secretaryship or 
the Premiership, not only because of his keen 
sense of public duty, but also because of the 
grave difficulties between rival aspirants 
which his resignation mustatoncecreate. | 

More than this, in face of his doctor's 
orders, and in view of the gravity of the sit u- 
ation in the far East, he, during the last few 
days, has insisted upon seefig all important 
dispatches. He realizes, as well as all the 
Ministers realize, that a critical moment has 
come for British diplomacy. Though the 
Ministers themselves still profess otherwise, 
there seems to be a general consensus of 
opinion outside the Cabinet that China's 
concession to the Russian demands at Port 
Arthur and Ta-Lien-Wan completes the fail- 
ure of England’s policy to preserve the Chi- 
nese Empire. “‘ The integrity and independ- 
ence of China,“ said George Curzon on be- 
half of the governinent in the House of Com- 
mons March 1, are the cardinal bases of 


our policy.” 
Japan Seems Willing. 

All that international diplomacy can yet 
do will be done in defense of this policy, but 
nine out of every ten Englishmen regret- 
fully confess, as they read this morning’s 
papers, that Russia at Port Arthur, Ger- 
many at Kiao Chou, and France in the 
south, have together made the territorial 
integrity of China impossible, and it seems 
only too clear Japan is acquiescent, hay- 
ing been squared by Russia's undertaking to 
leave her a free hand in Corea. It is true 
that M. Hanotaux, the French Foreign Min- 
ister, is reported as saying: We must seek 
above everything else to shore up the Chinese 
Empire, whose ruin would cause so many 
more ruins,” but to steal bits of a man's 
possessions seems quite the newest method 
of shoring: The probability is that the in- 
tegrity of China has followed the integrity 
of Turkey into the limbo of the solemn dip- 
lomatic fictions, prescribed to save nations 
trom flying at each other’s throats over 
broken pledges and unfulfilled hopes. 

John Bull, ever practically minded, now is 
asking himself what shall be done, since 
the territorial integrity of China has been 
Abandoned. His interests in China un- 
doubtedly are paramount. Figures upon 
which reliance may be placed are published 
today, and show that the British dominions 
have about 68 per cent of the Chinese foreign 
trade, and Russia little more than 5 per cent. 
Moreover, to the shipping trade of China the 
British. fag contributes between 60 and 65 
per cent of the total tonnage, against Ger- 
many's 6 per cent, and of the total value 
Great Britain contributes 54 per cent, as 
compared with Germany's 5 per cent. Rus- 
las share of shipping is insignificant. 

How shall England preserve this trade su- 
premacy? The answer seems clear enough. 
The Daily News neatly summarizes it thus 
today: First, by an open trade door in 
China; secondly, by a British sphere of in: 
fluence in the background; thirdly, by the 
maintenance of the balance of naval power 


* 


in the Pacific, which the creation of a Rus- 
sian arsenal at Port Arthur must disturb. 
Negotiations now pending with St. Peters- 
burg will, the government expects, secure an 
open trade door, though how long the door 
will remain open in the face of the general 
commercial exclusiveness of the European 
powers must largely depend upon the third 
point in England’s policy—the maintenance 
of the sea supremacy on the Pacific. The 
second point is nothing else than England's 
complicity in the general gamié of grab and 
countergrab. Her grab is at Yang-tse 
Valley. 


McKinley Pleases England. 

With this grave news from China today’s 
new turn in the Hispano-American kaleido- 
scope attracts comparatively little attention. 
What opinion does exist runs strongly in 
favor of the United States. The Maine inci- 
dent does not in itself seem greatly to im- 
press Englishmen,though wherever one goes 
one hears applause of President McKinley's 
resolute refusal to be jockeyed into jingo- 
ism on its account. What does impress 
English opinion is Spain's humiliating fall 
ure to secure freedom and justice in Cuba. 
What the Spectator says today most 
Englishmen have been gradually brought 
to believe: “Spain has forfeited her rights 
in Cuba by allowing oppression as bad as 
anarchy.”’ 
The Outlook today suggests the Island of 
Samos as a possible model for American 
diplomats. It says: The King of Spain 
will not consent to the hauling down of his 
fiag in Cuba. The flag of the Sultan still fies 
over Samos, but under an outside guarantee 
it is as safe from his deadening influence as 
the Channel Islands.”

MANIPULATORS NOW RULE.

New York, March 26.—Professional ma- 
nipulation did some telling things on the 
New York Stock Exchange today. Quota- 
tions at the close of business showed net 
gains. Some of them were substantial. 
Every one of them ted thimblie-rig- 
ging. Wall street was filled with proclama- 
tions that President McKinley and Premier 
Sagasta had come to an agreeable under- 
standing, that all danger of war was over, 
that humanity for Cuba was to be 
for the sake of peace, and that t result 
had been dictated to Madrid and go Wash- 
ington by the Rothschilds. 

Bear speculators capable of taking thé 
narrowest views took — fright, and, 
tumbling over one another to cover short 
contracts, bid the market up swiftly. 

But for the intervention of silly peace tales 
and the adroit use of them, we would have 
probably closed the week with an old- 
fashioned panic. Conditiong were ripe for 


that sort of thing. Market demoralization 


had got beyond the stage of liquidation 
among the little fellows. The biggest of 
financial interests had for days past been 
selling largely. Except for shorts they had 
no market. Under such circumstances a 
desperate stand was necessitated, and to- 
day’s record stands as a splendid testimonial 
to the skill and the nerve of the professional 
talent that made it. | 


Waiting for McKinley’s Verdict. 
The immediate course of the market de- 
pends upon what finally is really to come to 
pass at Washington. Manly American ac- 


tion will gravely disturb Wall street. Stock 


market conditions have reached the point 
where one reasonable man's opinion is as 
good as that of any other man’s—every- 
thing is dependent upon the one issue which 
the President and Congress are to deter- 
mine.

More Talk of a Bond Issue. 

More talk is heard in high banking circles 
ot a new government bond issue, and there 
is persistence in statements that the loan 
will aggregate $500,000,000. This to some 
extent accounts, perhaps, for the continuing 
weakness in outstanding government bonds, 
the new 4 per cents, lately around 130, being 
offered toward the close of the week in large 
volume at 118. If government bond talk 
proves to have foundation money market 
conditions will be quickly changed. 

At present loan rates represent a money 
market ease beyond precedent, national con- 
ditions being considered. A fortnight ago 
many important bankers were persuaded 
that rates must stiffen materially, but many

In a 
stringent money market it would not be 
possible to do much unloading except at the 
expense of sharp sacrifices.

LOSERS ARE FORCED TO STOP. 


Putney, England, March 26.—With a bit- 
ter northeast wind blowing and rain and 
sleet falling, the fifty-fifth annual boat race 
between crews representing the Universi- 
ties of Oxford and Cambridge was rowed 
today over the usual course, from Putney 
to Mortlake, four and ome-half miles, and 
was won by Oxford in 22:15. The dark blues 
were from twelve to twenty lengths ahead 
at the finish, and the Cambridge crew al- 
most stopped off “the @dhip” at Mortlake, 
thoroughly exhausted ajad with their boat 
half full of water. 
Oxford has now won thirty-two out of 
fifty-five races rowed and has been the 
winner nine years in succession. 
During the morning the sky was over- 
cast, with fine rain falling occasionally, a 
cold east wind blowing, which raised the 
uestion as to whether the race would not 
be postponed, especially as boisterous waves 
were expected in the unsheltered reaches 
of the river. But after a conference be- 
tween the Captains of the crews and the 
coaches it was decid to start the race at 
8:30 p. m.

mersmith bridge. At the Doves—a little 
over two miles from the start—Oxford was 
still leading by four lengths, by which time 
Cambridge was pulling short. Opposite! 
Chiswick Church, two miles and three-quar- 
ters from the start, the race had developed 
into a procession, and was regarded as 4 
certainty for Oxford. 

When Thornycroft’s works were reached, 
three miles from the starting place, ford 
had a lead of five lengths, and at Barnes 
bridge, three and two-thirds miles from the 
start, the dark blues were forty-five seconds 
ahead of the light blues. 

Off the ship at Mortlake the Cambridge 
boat was half full of water, the men were ex- 
hausted, and the crew stopped rowing. 

The race had been a martyrdom for th 
oarsmen and spectators. Oxford pulled 
strong, steady stroke, which soon carried 
them to the front, and which enabled them 
to gain throughout the race, while Cam- 
bridge, with their boat half full of water; 
labored painfully behind. 

The result had been foreseen, but such a 
walkover was not expected. 


Race Should Have Been Postponed. 

Many of the experts express the belief that 
the race should not have been started with 
the water in such a rough condition. Both 
crews began with a thirty-four to the minute 
stroke, which they dropped to thirty, main- 
taining that rate to the end. The waves 
caused the crews to splash badly, and the 
Cambridge boat began shipping water im- 
mediately, with the result that her stern 
sank, until, while passing under Hammer- 
smith bridge, the Cambridge coxswain 
seemed to be sitting in water. 

Thereafter the spectators expected Cam- 
bridge would be obliged to give up the race, 
but the Hght blues braced up during the last 
mile, displaying pluck and oarsmanship in 
the face of heart-breaking conditions, until 

the finish, when they almost stopped. 
Worst Possible Weather. 
{SPEXCIAL CABLE BY I. N. FORD. 

London, March 26.—[Copyright, 1898, by 
New York Tribune.]—The university boat 
race today was a dull affair in the worst pos- 
sible weather. Oxford led almost from the 
outset,and won without effort, many lengths 
in advance, The Cambridge stroke was more 
even and prettier in form, but lacked power. 
Oxford seemed to be faster all the way by 
at least half a stroke. She had the advan- 
tage in position and water, but would have 
won anywhere in any weather. The univer- 
sity athletic sports have been postponed till 
summer, owing to the three days’ storm and 
the worst weather known in London for a 
year.

The Endicott board was appointed at the 
instance of Congress by President Cleve- 
land. It was composed of officers of the 
army and navy. It reported a carefully 
prepared plan of defense. The information 
in this report was made as complete as 
possible for the purpose of impressing on 
Congress the necessity of taking action. It 
was believed that the coast defenses, or 
most of them, would be completed before any 
active need for them would arise. In that 
case the information contained in the report 
would have been of no value to an enemy. 
But Congress went on in its sleepy way year 
after year, making no appropriations, and 
when it did begin to grant money it appro- 
priated so little that only a small percentage 
of the work planned was done. In this half 

condition Spain finds the United 

States, and a stronger enemy would have 
much of the coast at its mercy.

Some Points Neglected. 


Dome of these points have been neglected 
altogether. On none of them has the work 
been completed. In most cases the work of 
the engineers in the building of emplace- 
ments for the guns is incomplete. This is 
due wholly to lack of money. In every 
there is a lack of guns or gun car- 
The of guns has always 
kept ahead of the making of the carriages, 
though it has been a matter of comment that 
the gun without the carriage was practically 
useless. The slowness of making carriages 
has deen due to the slowness of the de- 
velopment of the disappearing carriage and 
the caution of the government in spending 
the large amount needed for them until a 
satisfactory type had been adopted. A year 
ago General Flagler, the Chief of Ordnance 
of the army, said that England had spent 
between $10,000,000 and $12,000,000 experi- 
menting with disappearing gun carriages 
and had succeeded in making a ten-inch 
disappearing carriage which would not be 
at all satisfactory to the United States gov- 
ernment, while in two years the United 
States had made, with no expenditure for 
experimental types, disa carriages 
for eight and ten inch guns. 

“To us sitting here.“ said General Flag- 
ler in one of the committee-rooms of the 
Capitol, it seems very simple to say that 
we will make a disappearing carriage for 
a twelve-inch gun, but when you remember 
that it means to put sixty or seventy tons 
on arms up where the ceiling of this room 
is} that when the gun is fired there is a 
crash somewhat equivalent to the ram ofa 
big ship; that it has to be so delicately bal- 
@feed as to meet this pressure; that the 
gum must then come down and lie on this 
table and let you load it; and that by turn- 
ing a lever it must go back and be in posi- 
tion to be fired, you eee it is not « simpic 
problem.“ 

At the time General Flagler spoke the 
government had on hand 137 guns for coast 
Gefense and fifty-five carriages. The num- 
der of emplacements built was twenty-four. 

Approximately the preparations along the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts at the present 
moment are as follows: Twenty-two of the 
twenty-seven places named in the report of 
the Endicott board have been partly 
equipped. Emplacements have been built 
for about one-eighth of the number of 
twelve guns needed for the protection of 
these points, for one-half of the ten-inch 
guns, for one-third of the eight-inch guns, 
for one-fourth of the twelve-inch mortars, 
and for one-fifteenth of the rapid-fire guns. 
The total number of these guns named in 
the estimates of the War department for 
the complete defense of the coasts is 203 
twelve-inch guns, 180 ten-inch guns, ninety- 
tight eight-inch guns, 1,056 ten-inch and 
twelve-inch mortars, and thirty-six sixteen- 
inch guns. 


Maine and New Hampshire.

North and South Carolina. 


On the coast of North Carolina are three 
old-time forts in bad repair.

On the coast of Georgia and at Cumberland 
Sound are three fortifications of old type 
and a battery of four eight-inch guns, with 
emplacements ready for four more guns of 
the same caliber. 

On the Florida coast are three old forts, 
the one at St. Augustine being of no value 
for defense purposes. The other two, which 
are on the keys, have been strengthened and 
are considered strong. Emplacements for four 
ten-inch and two eight-inch guns and eight 
twelve-inch mortars have been built and a 
mining casement for submarine mines is un- 
der construction. At Pensacola is a battery 
of four ten-inch guns on disappearing car- 
riages and a mortar battery for eight twelve- 
inch mortars is under construction. 

The defenses of Mobile and Mississippi in- 
clude three old forts of little value and a 
battery of four eight-inch rifies behind sand 
and cement emplacements. 

New Orleans’ defenses include several old 
forts and two modern fortifications. Two 
emplacements for ten-inch guns and two 
‘for eight-inch guns are about ready for use. 
At Galveston are emplacements for two ten- 
inch guns on disappearing carriages, eight 
twelve-inch mortars, and a mining case- 
ment, 

Nothing has been done on the defenses of 
the lake ports beyond preparing plans. 

The defenses of San Diego, the islands in 
San Francisco Bay, and the north side of 
the bay consist of three ten- inch guns at San 
Diego, three twelve-inch guns on barbette 
carriages at San Francisco. There are min- 
ing casements at both San Diego and San 
Francisco. On the south side of Fran- 
cisco Bay are two old forts, five twelve-inch 
guns on non-disappearing carriages, three 
ten-inch guns on disappearing carriages, a 
battery of sixteen twelve-inch rified mor- 
tars, three fifteen-inch dynamite guns, and 
one twelve-inch gun on a disappearing car- 
riage. At the mouth ot the Columbia River 
are two works of older type, five ten-inch 
guns on disappearing carriages, two eight- 


inch guns on disappearing and two 
mining 
At Puget Sound work is almost completed 


on emplacements for two twelve-inch guns 
and four ten-inch guns on non-disappearing 
carriages, and two mining casements are be- 
ing constructed. 

This list includes every defense of any kind 
which the government has along the coasts 
of the United States today. The guns are 
not all in place where the emplacements are 
complete, but they are being mounted as 
rapidly as possible. The work of the coast 
batteries will be supplemented in case of 
trouble by the battleships which have been 
ordered to patrol the Atlantic coast. It is 
not at all impossible, however, that the 
Spaniards will gain a foothold on American 
shores. An enemy might land an army at 
many points, according to General Flagler. 


GAIN OF TEMPERANCE REFORM. 


in Railroad and Newspaper 
Offices. 


Steadily, rapidly, and resistlessly a great 
temperance reform has been going forward 
in the United States while the so-called 
temperance reformérs were themselves 
scarcely aware of its existence, There are 
today among the hundreds of thousands of 
railway employés in the United States ex- 
ceedingly few who drink to excess, and 
these hold their positions for a short time 
only. Managers refuse to employ any but 
sober and reliable men, and the employés 
themselves insist that such alone shall be 
employed. Time was when there were few 
railway employés who did not drink to ex- 
cess. None can long hold his position now 
who does so. The same rule is being applied 
in other kinds of business where large num- 
bers of men are employed, and it is now 
generally insisted by employers and em- 
ployés that sobriety shall be the rule. The 
manager of one of the greatest street rail- 
way systems in the United States says: 

“TI want steady and sober men in my em- 
ploy, and have only that kind. If a man when 
off duty takes a drink on the quiet he is not 
even reprimanded. Immoderate drinking is 
a bad habit and will not-be tolerated by me. 
My foremen and others who have charge of 
men are repeatedly cautioned to be careful 
when they report for duty. If a man snows 
the least sign of having taken a drink or 
two, or does not appear steady in every way, 
he is right then and there asked to step out. 
We must do that in self-protection, for, let 
it once become known that we tolerate 
drinking, and demoralzation would ensue 
among the whole lot, while every accident 
that happened would be credited by the pub- 
lic to the drunken antics of our men. We 
would then be compelled to pay every claim 
made against us. The courts would allow 
them, as Judges would decide that we were 
responsible for the acts of our servants. 
This explains why we must watch our men 
and keep them out of the saloons; that we 
must not only threaten but also inflict pun- 
ishment when deserved. Some of the labor 
leaders accuse us of infringing on personal 
liberty. They might as well say it is need- 
less to prevent workers in a powder mill 
from smoking.” 

It is the right of every man who has in 
his keeping the lives and the safety of 

others to demand that his employés shall 
always be in such condition that they are 
reliable, and they are not so when they are 
under the influence of strong drink. Em- 
ployés themselves feel the same way about 
this matter, for their own lives may be im- 
periled by a drunken fellow-workman. A 
steamboat or a railway, steam or electric, 
run by a lot of boozy employés, is likely 
to be wrecked, without the interposition of 
a professional railroad wrecker. The own- 
ers of railroads and steamboats have been 
compelled to draw the line in the drinking 
proclivities of their employés, and the rule 
is to refuse employment to all men who 
have formed the drinking habit. This is so 
obviously recognizing the law of self-pres- 
ervation that the principle needs no de- 
fense, least of all from those who assail it 
as “Interference with personal liberty.” 
No man has any real right to make himself a 
curse to his fellow-men, besides inflicting 
injury upon himself. The right to get drunk 
or to make a sot of oneself may well be 
questioned. 

Referring to the subject an exchange says: 
In no business has the change in respect to 
liquor drinking been more manifest than in 
the newspaper business. The time was when 
a newspaper man was considered by the pub- 
lic as inseparable from his cups. He was 
expected to drink and get drunk. There 
used to be newspapers in thjs country, and 
not obscure ones either, which had not a 
single man on the force to whom the road to 
the saloon was not more familiar than the 
road to his home. From the head of the 
establishment down they drank, and there 
wasn’t an article in the paper, local or edi- 
torial, or general news, which wasn't 


‘favored more or less with the booze of those 


who prepared the matter. River and marine 
editors in those days wore placés on the bar 
where they rested their elbows when they 
stood up to drink. 
But a great change has taken place. Ca- 
pacity to imbibe is no longer a qualification 
for newspaper work. It is now recognized 
that facts obtained in conjunction with a 
giass of whisky cannot be relied upon; that 
modern newspaper work can be done best 
with the brain free from alcoholization and 
the manifold — cen incident to that condi- 
tion.—Toledo (O.) Commercial.

Great Change Which Has Taken Place 


DOES A GOOD WORK 


Chicago Lying-In Hospital 
and Dispensary. 


AIMS OF THE INSTITUTION 


It Takes Charge of Women Too 
Poor to Obtain Exvert Aid. 


WHAT IT HAS ACCOMPLISHED 


RUE is the trite quotation, “ Charity 
begins at home.” In the tenement- 
house district of the Southwest Side 
is an institution, the Chicago Lying-In 
Hospital and Dispensary, which typi- 

fies this adage. Asa charity the institution 
guards the advent of the little citizen into 
the metropolis of Chicago, and vouchsafes 
an uneventful course to the mother of the 
tenement-house district; as an educational 
institution it grounds medical students in 
practical knowledge. 7 

Hull House, which has long been estab- 
‘lished, has .accomplished untold good in 
uplifting the masses, in teaching men and 
women the ideals of good citizenship, and 
in seminating noble principles in the minds 
of the young. As the settlement home has 
made its impress upon the mental forces of 
the dwellers of that section of the city, so 
the Chicago Lying-In Hospital and Dispen- 
sary in its three years of work has made a 
deep and lasting impression upon the minds 
of the poor. In its work of extending a 
helping hand to the needy poor, it, beside 
the medical attention bestowed, has a unify- 
ing power in preserving the home integrity. 


New York Society. 

In New York the Society of the Lying-In 
Hospital has been in existence for a hun- 
dred years, but its funds have not been 
fully utilized until 1893. From that date 
the success has been phenomenal. During 
the last year, in round numbers, 3,500 cases 
were treated, and over 200 students re- 
ceived instruction. A year ago Mr. Pier- 
pont Morgan gave $1,000,000 on condftion 
that others raise $300,000. The sum given 
by Mr. Morgan is to be used exclusively for 
a building and its equipment. The struc- 
ture, when completed, will have 250 beds 
in five wards, for clinical instruction, be- 
sides there will be beds in private rooms 
for pay patients; provision will be made 
for sleeping quarters for doctors, students, 
nurses, and servants. 

It is after this institution that the Chica- 
go Lying-In Hospital and Dispensary is 
modeled. « Before its organization no sys- 
tematic attempt was made to combine the 
charity of looking after confinement cases 
among the poor and the real charity of 
adequately instructing prospective doctors 
of medicine. The necessity of the “ out’ 
work has been shown and has ere this 
been appreciated by all. * 

But it is essential that a maternity hospital 
be opened, as at the present time there is no 
institution in Chicago exclusively doing 
maternity work. To be sure, many of the 
hospitals have a small ward set aside for 
obstetric cases. The dangers of childbed 
fever are greater in a general hospital than 
in either a lying-in hospital or at the 
patients’ homes; for this reason it is to be 
1 that the 1 obtains in Chi- 
cago. o quote from the report 
Health department for 1896: — 

“It is little short of criminal to receive 
parturient women under the same roof with 
all classes of patients. Yet this practice ex- 
ists in several hospitals in the city, and while 
the obstetrical ward is isolated, yet the 
practice is to be decried.” One hospital only 
has made an overture in placing the ob- 
stetrical wards in a separate building. 

In the first year of the life of the Chicago 
Dispensary 204 cases were attended. Dur- 
ing the second year 549 were cared for: and 
now, at the completion of the third year, 840 
cases were attended. Of the confinements 
treated exclusively by the dispensary, that 
is, where a midwife had not been in attend- 
ance, only one died in 1,274 cases. If this 
same number of cases had been treated 
by midwives it is evident from the report 
of the Health department that instead of a 
mortality of one-twelfth of 1 per cent, the 
deaths would have been 45. That is, the 
Chicago Lying-In Hospital has in the last 
three years saved the lives of forty-four 
women and mothers, and at an expense of 
$4.48 per case for the last year, $4.47 for 
the year before, and $5.25 for the first year. 


Increasing Its Usefulness. 


The hospital has gone on quietly increasing 
its fleld of usefulness—money has come in 
slowly but surely, enabling the dispensary 
to largely meet the increasing demands. 
Now the “out work —that is at the 
patients’ homes—has reached such propor- 
tions that a hospital is absolutely indis- 
pensable. Frequently women are met who 
are in such abject poverty that an asylum 
is requisite; for them a maternity hospital 
is needed. Only too often cases are met 
with which require a serious operative pro- 
cedure; it is inexpedient to operate at the 
home, is really necessary to take the woma 
to a well appointed operating room; for suc 
a lying-in hospital is imperative. 

With the great needs of the city and the 
requirements of the institution at heart, the 
directors of the Chicago Lying-In Hospital 
Dispensary ask the generous public to con- 
tribute to its support, and to make possible 
the intention of building a lying-in hospital 
in the City of Chicago. Small or large sums 
will be gratefully acknowledged. Article 
1, section 1, of the bylaws reads: “ Any 
person may become a member of this so- 
ciety by the annual payment of a sum not 

,less than $5. Any person subscribing yearly 
$100 shall become a patron of the society, 
and any person subscribing at one time the 
sum of $1,000 or more shall become a life 
patron of this society.“ It is earnestly hoped 
no one will be deterred from contributing 
because their means will not permit them to 
become members. Sums large and small 
will be accepted gratefully; a small sum will 
go far towards helping some poor woman 
during her hours of need and making the 
advent of the little one really a messenger 
of peace.

THAT SPANISH FLOTILLA. 
There is a flotilla of Spanish torpedo 
boats and torpedo boat destroyers crossing 
the ocean on its way to Puerto Rico, The 
flotilla is not intended for use against the 
Cüban insurgents, as fen thousand such 
flotillas could not hurt them unless the 
Spaniards could put legs or wings on them 
and thus get them into the interior of the 
island. There is but one use for them, and 
that is to attack and if possible destroy 
the United States vessels in case of war. 
Hence a statement has been made from 
Washington that the Spanish flotilla will 
be stopped. 

There is no danger of such a high-handed 
proceeding, for it would be an act of war. 
Dreadful guns with powder and shell in 
them would have to be fired. 

Nelson won great glory at Copenhagen 
when he wiped out the Danish fleet because 
England believed Denmark was about to 
combine with France against it. It was a 
wise precaution, but such an action on our 
part now cannot be expected, for it would 
be an act of war. 

It has also been asserted that this coun- 
try has represented to Spain that the dis- 
patch of its flotilla is an unfriendly act. 
This is quite unlikely, however, because 
it is bold language and might be tanta- 
mount to.an act of war, for in the language 
of diplomacy it would be a notification to 
Spain that if it did not recall its flotilla 
our navy would proceed to smash it, whieh 
would certainly be an act of war, involving 
the firing off of dreadful guns. 

The only thing that can be said with any 
certainty is that the Spanish flotilla will 
slowly poke its way along over the At- 
lantie until it reaches Puerto Rico, and then 
it will do all it can in case of var U destroy 
our vessels. : 

But will there be a war? 


LOVISIANA’S CONTEMPLATED INFAMY. 


New Orleans for over six weeks past, called 
together for the ostensible purpose of fram- 
ing a new constitution for the State of 
Louisiana. In submitting the question of 
holding such a convention to the people it 
was advocated on the ground thata revision 
of the general features of the organic law 
was called for by the changes which had 
taken place in the State in the last twenty 
years. The proposition was indorsed, and 
in the election of delegates which followed 
the Democrats, by the methods which have 
been in vogue in that State for a quarter of 
a century, succeeded in securing a majority 
of some four-fifths of the convention. 

For weeks past the attention of the con- 
vention has been devoted almost solely to 
the framing of a suffrage clause which. 
while not in direct violation of the fifteenth 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States, would, ds far as possible, 
exclude the colored class from the right to 
vote, at the same time that it disfranchised 
as few as possible of the whites. This ob- 
ject has been stated with a great deal of 
frankness, as well as clearness, by a number 
of Southern papers, including the New Or- 


ing form: ' 

It ie true that the object for which the conven- 
tion was called was to eliminate from the politics 
of the State the ignorant and shiftless negro vote. 
There is no question of this. and it must be done, 
as it can be done, without violating any lawe or 
wronging any one of his real rights. ; 

The Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier, 
published in a State in which the process 
of “ eliminating the negro vote” has becn 
accomplished, puts the case even more 
frankly, and indorses the purpose as fol- 
lows: 

“The acknowledged purpose of the Louisiana con- 
vention being, so far as the suffrage article wes 
concerned, to disfranchise as many negroes as 
possible at the least sacrifice ofewhite votes 
we therefore recognize the avowed object of the 
Louisiana convention as entirely honorable and 
proper, and as calling for the exercise of enlight- 
ened statesmanship. 

As a means of accomplishing this the 
Charleston paper proceeds to commend to 
the Louisiana convention what it calls the 
“understanding clause of the South Caro- 
lina constitution.”. What this is is ex- 
plained by the News and Courier in the fol- 
lowing fashion, preceded by a frank con- 
fession of the frands which have been regu- 
larly perpetrated in most of the Southern 


States defeat the intent of the federal 
constitu It says to the Louisiana con- 
vention: 


You have been doing as we did before the adop- 
tion of our new constitution—that is: bulldozing 
the colored voter, and cheating him when you 
could not bulldoze him. Now, like ourselves, you 
have recognized the demoralizing and corrupting 
effect of the pelicy forced on you by the federal 
government, and you are trying to get out of it. 
But the letter of the federal constitution stin 
stands in your way. Acoording to that letter, you 
cannot disfranchise as many colored people as it 
is necessary to disfranchise without also disfran- 
chising some of your white people. With us the 
only class of white people likely to be disfran- 
chised by the educational test was that of the - 
iterate Confederate soldiers and their We 
felt that they must be protected, and so we gave 
them a chance; we framed the understanding 
clause to be of force for two years, long enough 
for any white man who will to learn to read and 
write, and not long enough to permit its being nul- 
lified by a decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. On the face of it there is no discrimination 
between black and white.

The, boasted “understanding clause” 
simply put it in the power of an irresponsi- 
ble registering officer to admit to the right 
of suffrage any one whom he chose, and, 
as the News and Courier intimates, he was 
expected to construe his authority in such 
a way as to admit every white applicant 
for registration, while as far as necessary 
colored voters were to be excluded. This 
policy of deliberate fraud was expected to 
accomplish its object in two years, when 
its champions proposed to become honest 
and abide by the constitution. The Charles- 
ton paper says of it: 

Its evile are for two years only, its benefits will 
last as long as we choose to avail ourselves of 
them. In a court of law possibly we might bé 
convicted of a technical crime against the post- 
bellum amendments to the federal constitution, 
In the forum of our consciences we stand acquitted 
and we commend our example to our fellow South- 
erners of Louisiana. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
which, although in sympathy politically 
with the majority in the convention, seems 
to have some regard for honesty as well as 
the constitution, says of the South Caro- 
lina plan: 

It ie simply a new form of the old fraud which 
has demoralized and debauched our politics, the. 
utilization of a shabby form of cheating on the 
false plea that it is necessary for the supremacy 
of the white race. It is a continuance of the very 
system that the convention was called to get rid 
of, and which more than once threatened Louisi- 
ana with civil war. 

It appears now that the Louisiana con- 
vention has adopted a suffrage scheme 
which, while not exactly the South Caro- 
lina plan, is enough like it to accomplish 
the same object—viz.: the disfranchisement 
of the colored voter. Its main features, as 
communicated by telegraph, are as follows: 

The measure adopted provides for educational 
and property qualifications and a pdll tax, and is 
presumed to answer the purpose effectively. At 
the game time it was desired to let in as many 
white people as possible, and this is accomplished 
by exempting naturalized voters as well as those 
who were voters in 1867, with their sons. and 
grandsons. .. . The voter must be able to read 
and write his mother tongue or English and must 
make his application to register in his own hand- 
writing, or if he is unable to read and write he 
must own property to the value of $300. A poll 
tax provision as a prerequisite to voting is incor- 
porated, but it becomes effective only after the 
next general élection in Louisiana in 1900. 

That these provisions will be construed 80 
as to make them most effective in excluding 
not only colored voters, but white voters as 
well who may be suspected of leaning to- 
wards Republicanism, may be safely in- 
ferred, not only from the avowed object of 
the convention in their adoption, but also 
from the manner in which constftutions de- 
signed to accomplish the sume object have 
been carried into effect in South Carolina 
and Mississippi. 

It is worthy of note in this connection that 
both the United States Senators from Lou- 
isiana—Messrs. Caffery and McEnery—of 
whose Democracy there can be no question, 
have characterized some of the very feat- 
ures of the measure as now adopted as 
“grossly unconstitutional.” Senator Caf- 
fery declared “ it discriminates against the 
colored people of Louisiana,” while Senator 
McEnery says that Democratic Senators 
“who are able constitutional lawyers ” to 
whom he had submitted it concurred in the 
opinion that it adopted the effect will be 
to lose in our representation in Congress and 
in the electoral vote of the State.” Yet, to 
secure the disfranchisement of the colored 
people of Louisiana, the convention seems 
willing to take its chances of such a result, 
apparently oblivious of the fact that, if 
successful, they are establishing a prece- 
dent which, in some future period in the 
history of their State, may be used against 
themselves.

METHODIST LAYMEN WINNING. 
The indications are that the Methodist 


laymen will win this year in their efforts to 


isters in the general conference. Three times 
they have failed, in no case before having 
received even a majority of votes, where a 
three-fourths vote is required. During the 
last year there has been a remarkable 
change in sentiment, and although only 
17 of the 127 conferences have voted the 
vote in favor of equal lay representation haus 
increased 738 and the vote against has de- 
creased 764 as compared with that of 
18007. As it requires a three-fourths vote 
of all the ministers to change the law the 
decrease in the negative vote is equivalent 
to a gain of 2,294 in the affirmative vote. 
The vote to date is, for the present propo- 
sition, 1,199, against 437. The vote of the 
sume conferences on the previous proposi- 
tion was 461 for and 1,201 against. The 
negative vote this year is chiefly in those 
eonferences which were held before the 
laymen had started their campaign of edu 
cation, and most of these are in the South. 
and are small conferences. 

An analysis of the vote on previous propo- 
sitions showed clearly that the vote against 
equal lay representation was not due to 
opposition to equal representation itself, 
but to ignorance of or confusion as to the 
effect of the proposed amendments to the 
law designed to secure the change. There 


and when there was other changes were 
suggested to the confusion of the ministers 
and the disadvantage of equal lay repre- 
sentation. As is always the case, those 
who did not understand it yoted against it. 
It became manifest that the measure had 
never had a fair hearing, and this the lay- 
men determined it should have. 

At the session of the Rock River Confer- 
ence held in Chicago last October a new 
proposition was submitted to a vote of the 
ministers. This proposition simply pro- 
vides that the number of lay delegates 
any conference shall be the same as the 
number of ministerial delegates. Under 
the present law no conference can have 
more than two lay delegates, although it 
may have any number of ministerial dele 
gates, on the basis of one delegate for every 
forty-five ministers. The result of this law 
is that all the small conferences have equal 
lay representation, while all the large con- 
ferences have unequal representation. Of 
the latter there are fifty-five conferences. 
These conferences have about three-fourths 
the members of the church; but by reason 
of the unequal representation their lay del- 
egates have only one-fourth the relative 
conference voting power in the general con- 
ference of the lay delegates from the small- 
er conferences. The knowledge of this con- 
ference inequality appeals to the sense of 
justice of the ministers of the smaller con- 
ferences and of right to those of the larger 
conferences. 

The voting on the Rock River proposition 
began with the first conference which met 
after Jan. 1, 1898, and will continue 
throughout the year. About the ist or 
February the laymen sent to every Metho- 
dist minister throughout the world an ap- 
peal signed by nearly 100 well-known repre- 
sentative laymen, asking them to vote Yor 
the Rock River proposition, which was em- 
bodied in the appeal so that every minister 
should see what he was asked to vote for. 
The appeal was accompanied by an expres- 


sion of opinion in favor of equal lay repre- 


secure equal representation with the min- 


sentation by a number of Bishops and 
many representative ministers and laymen. 


- At the session of his conference each min- 
‘ister has also received a letter again call- 


ing his attention to the Rock River propo- 
sition and soliciting his vote in its favor. 
The efficiency of the systematic work of 
the laymen is seen in the remarkable change 
in the vote. Should the Rock River propo- 
sition receive the necessary three-fourths 
vote of the ministers, of which there seems 
now to be to doubt, the proposition to be- 
come law must receive the two-thirds vote 
f the next general conference, but of this 
re can be no doubt, for the last general 
conference by an almost unanimous vote 
submitted a similar proposition, which pro- 
vided also, in case it received the votes of 
three-fourths of the ministers, that laymen 
should be admitted in equal numbers to the 
next general conference in 1900. 


THE SOUTH TOWN ASSESSORSHIP, 

Next week Chicagoans will elect town 
Assessors for the last time. Of the seven 
to be chosen by them the most important 
is the Assessor of the South Town, which 
includes within its limit so large a percent- 
age of the taxable wealth of the city. 

Last year the voters of that town made 
the serious mistake of electing as Assessor 
a man named Gunning. The files of the 
Criminal Court are full of instructive in- 
formation as to what he did during his 
term of office. The taxpayers must feel 
that they cannot afford to elect an Assessor 


| of the Gunning brand this year. 


Therefore they should turn out a week 
from Tuesday and vote for the Republican 
candidate, Simon W. Strauss. All the per- 
sous on the Republican town ticket are 
good men, but the assessorship is the most 
important office to be filled. 

Mr. Strauss is a young man whose integ- 
rity never has been questioned. He is the 
owner of considerable property, which he 
acquired by his own exertions. He is be- 
yond the reach of temptations to which so 
many Assessors haye succumbed. He has 


‘been in the real estate business for years, 


and has that personal, intimate acquaint- 
ance with real estate values which an As- 
sessor should have, | 

Being a rty-owner himself, Mr. 
Strauss will be conservative in his assess- 
ments if elected, He will see to it that all 
property is fairly valued and that the ine- 
qualities of previous valuations are not re- 
peated. 

The Democratic candidate is Henry 
Stuckart. He was an Alderman from the 
Sixth Ward for four years. Therefore the 
taxpayers of the South Town must know 
something about him. They must remem- 
ber that the record he made while in the 
Council was not such as to inspire confi- 
dence in him. A man who acted with the 
worst element in the Council is not the per- 
son to be intrusted with the assessment of 
the South Town: 

The business-men, the property-owners, 
and the taxpayers will make a great blun- 
der if they do not go to the polls next week 
and vote for Strauss. If they are apathetic 
they may find themselves saddled with an 
Assessor who will perhaps make them re- 
gret Gunning. The taxpayers cannot af- 
ford to take any chances. 


COLVIN SHOULD BE DEFEATED. 

A week from day after tomorrow the 
voters of the Twenty-second Ward will be 
called on to decide between a disreputable, 
disereditable candidate for Alderman, who 
is the friend of Yerkes, and a business-man 
with a clean record who has no traction 
company affiliations, and who is opposed to 
fifty-year franchises, 

The holdover Alderman, Mr. Maltby, is 
a man of experience and integrity. He is 
always on the right side. The question to 
be determined next week is whether he 
shall have as his colleague in the next 
Council John H. Colvin or Frederick W. 
Upham. If the former is elected Mr. Malt- 
by’s vote will be neutralized. If the latter 
is chosen the Twenty-second Ward can be 
relied on to cast its vote for every honest 
measure and against every scheme designed 
to rob the city for the benefit of the trac- 
tion companies, 

The old residents of the Twenty-second 
Ward do not need to be told who or what 
Colvin is, for he represented that ward ten 
years ago. They are familiar with his un- 
savory record. The men who have moved 
into the ward recently, and who know 
little personally of Colvin, can find out all 
they want to know about him if they will 
only consult the old-timers. 

The latter will inform them that every 
vicious proposition introduced in the Coun- 
cil found a friend and a supporter in him. 
Whatever the corporations—especially the 
street railroad companies—asked for he 
voted to give them without compensation. 

Colvin has not reformed since he left the 
Council in 1888. He does not want to get 
back in the Council to make amends for past 
iniquities. He wants to keep on doing the 
old style of business at the old stand. 

But he cannot get back to the Council 
unless a majority of the voters of the Twen- 
ty-second Ward want him there. It may 
be they do, but Tun Trispune has not so 
poor an opinion of them as to believe that 
such is the case. : 


ENTERTAINING THE PEOPLE. 

It would appear from all external evi- 
detices that the administration is playing 
at war preparations for the amusement of 
the people pending its herculean efforts for 
the prevention of wag much as the Roman 
Emperors provided their people with games 
when they became seriously discontented. 
So long as it can give the people something 
to engage their attention and talk about 
it diverts the public interest and allays ap- 
prehensions. Hence something new is given 


out every day. 


One day the government is buying yachts, 
which relieves the millionaires from the 
expense of maintaining them. This gives 
the people an opportunity to speculate what 
these yachts will do to the Spanish fleet 
when they are equipped with torpedo tubes. 
Then another day the kaleidoscope turns, 
and, lo, the lake revenue cutters are taken 
from their stations, leaving the lake cities 
defenseless, but it gives the people a chance 
to watch them and talk about them as they 
poke along through the Welland Canal and 
down the St. Lawrence, and around the 
Atlantic coast to help protect poor old 
Greater New York. 

Another day it is given out that the gov- 
ernment is buying guns and ammunition— 
hundreds of guns and thousands of pounds 
of powder and shot and shell, enough to 
bombard the earth. There is no end of 
them, and this gives the people something 
more to talk about. ‘Then another day 
hints are thrown out of mysterious mes- 
sages sent to the militia armories, suggest- 
ing that the officers must not be allowed to 
stray too far away. 

The last stirring story comes from the 
Navy department. The government is get- 
ting on war paint. It is not going to paint 


‘Spain red. O, no! It is going to paint all 


the white warships black. Black in physics 
being the absence of colom of course the 
Spanish torpedo boat flotilla people, when 


they come poking around Key West or may- 
‘hap Hampton pads, cannot see our big 
warships. 

Anything to keep the people talking and 
excited without actually doing anything 
seems to be the policy at Washington. 
Something fresh must be provided each day, 
but not so fresh as to end inaction. This 
will go on as long as there is a new supply 
of material for entertaining the people. 
But some day the people will get tired of 
talking and sick of the show, and then they 
will begin to ask why something is not done. 
They will ask what is the use of turning 
yachts into torpedo boats Which are not 
to be used, buying cannon which are not 
to be fired, ordering militia men to be on the 
alert if they are not to march, and paint- 
ing war vessels black which are not to be 
targets for the enemy. The people like to 
be entertained, but there must come an end 
to the show. They like to talk and theorize 
and speculate, but after they have talked 
out they will be disappointed, if not mad, 
at war talk which is only a waste of breath.

‘they have not explained yet, verbally or in 
writing, why they are so eager to establish 
a club to inculcate and help along principles 
which, when “16 to 1” is not concerned, 
they are, as Judges and lawyers, among 
the first to denounce. 

The cardinal principle of the “16 to 1” 
free silverite is that a man should obtain 
from his neighbor on credit property worth 
100 cents and then change the law so that 
the creditor may be compelled to take 40 
cents in full payment. Free silverism 
urges men to make contracts and then 
break those contracts to their own advan- 
tage with the aid of retroactive laws. 

Most lawyers and Judges claim to have— 
and doubtless do have—the highest regard 
for contracts and extreme detestation for 
a violation of contracts, Judges set aside 
laws without hesitation when the obliga- 
tion of contracts is impaired by them. 

And yet here are some Chicago lawyers 
and Judges who are in favor of the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
and of making the cheap dollars which 
would be coined a legal tender at their face 
value, which would be two and a half times 
their actual value, in the satisfaction of ex- 
isting obligations. ; 

That free coinage of silver would be a 
violation of contracts involving over six- 
teen billions of dollars. All the repudi- 
atory, confiscatory laws ever enacted in 
this country and set aside by just Judges 


would not, if allowed to stand, have done 


a thousandth part of the harm free silver 
legislation would cause. 

But the organizers of the free silver club 
do not declare that they are in favor of re- 


pudiation and the violation of contracts. 


They do not; neither does Bryan, their 
apostle, All free silverites are cowards in 
that they do not dare to explain and justify 
the inevitable consequences of the carry- 
ing out of the doctrines they uphold. 

If there is one thing which free silverites 
hate almost as much as they hate creditors 
it is going into details in connection with 
their schemes. They utter much lurid 
palderdash about the woes and sufferings 
of silver. They expatiate on the unbound- 
ed and overwhelming prosperity which will 
follow in the wake of free silver. Accord- 
ing to them poverty will be no more and 
creditors extinct. 

But never has one of them explained how 
a man is richer when he has two and a 
half dollars whose combined purchasing 
power is 100 cents than when he has one 
dollar whose purchasing power is 100 cents. 
The free silverites do not explain how the 
workingman will be better off if the pur- 
chasing power of his wages does not in- 
crease, even though he does get more pieces 
of money. 

Why are the lawyers whose names have 
been given above afraid to come out in the 
open? They talk of organizing a club. 


Why not give the real reasons for organiz- 


ing it? If they really believe—retroactive 
and repudiating legislation aside—that a 
silver dollar worth 40 per cent of the gold 
dollar gnd shrinking in value is a better 
monetary unit than a gold 100-cent dollar 
they ought to be willing to show why it is 
better. But they are not willing to, for 
they do not know how. 

They do not extol the contract-breaking 
features of free coinage, because they 
doubt their ability to make repudiation re- 
spectable. They feel that it would be a lit- 
tle inconsistent for men who have so much 
to say about the sacredness of contracts 
to take the ground that there are certain 
contracts which ought to be violated when 
it can be done by debasing the money stand- 
ard by a retroactive law. } 

Some of the organizers of the free silver 
club are Protestants and some are Roman 
Catholies. They differ in their religious 
views, but they agree in supporting an im- 
moral doctrine which no church teaches. 
The various catechisms declare in sub- 
stance that men should be true and just in 
all their dealings and that they must not 
covet or desire other men’s goods. The 
creed of every “16 to 1” free coinage club 
is the opposite of that. The gospel of rob- 
bery by law is preached there. 


THE SPRING STRIKES. 

Spring will be here soon. With it will 
come not merely the spring hats and birds, 
but the spring strikes, As April approaches 
the mind of the walking delegate “ lightly 
turns to thought of industrial disturb- 
ances. Usually he is not much in evidence 
during the winter, and he feels it all the 
more necessary to make a display of himself 
when the season opens. 

Then it is that he urges his union to make 
a demand on employers for higher wages. 
If the demand is granted, then the walking 
delegate can say proudly: See what I 
have done for you.” If higher wages are 
not given and there is a strike, then the 
walking delegate can show his zeal by run- 
ning down men who dare to work in defiance 
of the fact that a strike ſ on, and “ persuad- 
ing them to be idle. 

Thus far only one important union has 
made a demand for more pay. The car- 
penters, who have been working eight 
hours a day, or forty-eight hours a week, 
for 35 cents an hour, ask for 40% cents an 
hour and a half holiday, without pay, on 


Saturday. Then they will get a dollar a 


* 


at present, and do four 
hours less work. | 
They have figured it out that if the work- 
ing hours are reduced four hours a week 
the bosses will have to use 400 more carpen- 
ters to do the same amount of work than 


would be idle will have something to do. 

The contractors Who compose the Car- 
penters and Builders’ association profess 
their readiness to gige the men an advance 
of two and a half cents an hour, which is 
half what they ask, if che union carpenters 
will agree to work for none but members 
of the association. 

But the union has rejected that proposi- 
tion. Dven if it had been accepted the 
agreement would amount to little unless 
ratified by the men for whom buildings are 
constructed. They are the persons who 
have to pay the higher wages if wages are 
advanced. The contractors are but the 


middlemen. 
If the latter have to hire 400 more men 


itallsts are the persons who have to pay 
those men. If the capitalists think the 
effect will be to make their buildings cost 
too much they will not build this year. 
Then there will not be much work for the 
carpenters. 

The walking delegates do not care, how- 
ever, if strikes, growing out of unreasona- 
ble demands prompted by them, stop build- 
ing during an entire season. Their pay goes 
on, though that of the men is stopped. Nor 
does a walking delegate ever have more 
opportunities to magnify his importance 
and make a great display than during a 
strike. 

It is to be hoped, for the sake of the work- 
ingmen, that there will be a small crop of 
spring strikes. If there is no interference 
on the part of the walking delegates a great 
deal of building will be done this year and 
there will be an abundance of work at fair

Talk of Ordinance. 


architects the interest of the week 
— in the new building ordinance. 
Many regret the limitation of structures 
to a height of 130 feet, fearing it will put 
a permanent stop to the erection of first- 
class buildings in the down-tpwn district. 
W. I. B. Jenney, who has prepared designs 
for several large down-town buildings, thus 
expressed himself upon the measure: 

“Tt puts @ premium at once upon poor 
office buildings. As long as this new law 
stands there will be no more fine office 
buildings in the city because it is impossible 
to construct a ten-story building that will 
pay expenses. This ordinance was passed, 
I believe, in the hope that it would take 
business over to the West Side. It would 
be a grave mistake to spread the business 
district of Chicago. Now business is so con- 
centrated that strangers claim they can do 
more business in a given length of time 
here than in any othercity. Asan instance, 
to show the concentration of business in- 
terests, in three buildings on different cor- 
ners of La Salle and Adams streets over 50 
per cent of all the steel sold in the United 
States was disposed of one year several 
years ago. 

“I don’t see what benefit can be gained by 
limiting the height of buildings. The con- 
sequence of the measure will be that prop- 
erty-owners,. who otherwise would have put 
up buildings that would be an improvement 
to the city, will be tempted to repaint and 
redecorate their old structures, which will 
continue to be a menace to the safety ef 
tenants in case of fire. If the proper pro- 
tection of life and property was the object 
of the Council it should have passed an 
ordinance forbidding the construction of 
any other than absolutely fireproof struc- 
tures in the center of the city. 

“One of the unfortunate things in con- 
nection with the passage of the ordinance 
ig that every piece of property on which 
a high building isn't already located im- 
mediately loses value. Fine office buildings 
cost more than double the expense of others 
and the new ordinance allows them only 
30 per cent more area. ; 

Outside of the limitation feature, which 
I regret, the new ordinance is a great im- 
provement over the old one. It is simplified 
and in better shape.“ 7 


Approves Lower Buildings. 


Simeon B. Eisendrath, who formerly was 
Building Commissioner, takes an opposite 
view of the ordinance. He approves the 
limit placed on the height of office buildings. 
It is an excellent law, especially in a city 
like Chicago, where every advantage is 
gained by extending the business district, 
and no good reason exists for congesting it.“ 
he said. “If Chicago were like New York 
City, where the possibilities of spreading out 
are bound by the surrounding waters, it 
would be necessary to give more liberty in 
the construction of buildings. But here in 
Chicago almost every interest outside of that 
of a minority of property-owners down-town 
would be best conserved by reducing the 
maximum height of buildings and thereby 
forcing the business district to spread. 

From an architectural point of view, at 
least from an esthetic point of view, it is 
next to impossible to make anything beauti- 
ful where the proportion of the height of 
buildings is so much greater than the front- 
age. Enough has been said about the hy- 
gienic advantages which are obtained by 
lower buildings, allowing more air and sun- 

At.“ 


Boston bulldings may be limited to a much 

lower height than Chicago structures. 
George P. Upham has proposed a bill in the 
Massachusetts Legislature which proposes 
to limit the height of buildings to eighty 
feet in the City of Boston. The bill specifies 
a general line, beginning at what is known 
as the neck of Boston, and extending around 
in a general line! including all of the business 
section and a large section of the residential 
section. The bill is advocated on the grounds 
of necessary protection to the health and 
safety of the city.

Though Threatened with War, the Country Remains Serene 


and Is Making the Most of Its Numerous Op- 


IT OFFERS A 


OSTA RICA is a country of the fu- 
ture. By this it is not meant to 
explode the old joke about mafiana 
land applied to the Spanish-speak- 

Ls world, but to explain the fact 
that the little Central American republic 
need not look back toward an old traditional 
past, feeling itself restricted to ways and 
customs of an outgrown age, nor is it con- 


tent to sit in quiet upon its hills and fancy 


that nothing more can be done to improve 
its people or its industries. 

No; it is a restless, hopeful little republic 
that has escaped the blight of Spanish sloth 
and the poison of political intrigue, and 
which therefore aspires to make itself some 
time in the future reco as the home 
of ‘industry, contentment, and good gov- 
ernment. 

From the shores of the United States there 
are ‘three approaches to Costa Rica: one 
from San Francisco to Puntarenas, taking 
eighteen days of travel along the coast on 
the Pacific Mail steamers; one from New 
Tork to Limon on the Atlas (British) steam- 
ers, via Jamaica and South America, in 
fourteén days; and one from New Orleans 
direct to Limon in five days. These three 
paths make it by far the most accessible 
of Central American countries. 

‘In itself the trade between Limon and 
the United States is brisk, but as far as 
exports are concerned it consists largely 
of fruit and coffee. The fruit trade is prac- 
tically wholly in bananas, although fine 
oranges are grown with little labor in the 
country and would yield a good price if 
exported. Some 2,000,000 bunches of bana- 
nas leave Limon yearly, all of them grown 
in the territory adjacent to Limon, which 
seems pecullarly adapted to banana culture, 
so that for miles along the coast, even be- 
yond the Matina River, this rich tropical 
tree is seen, while. along the line of the 
railway there is scarcely a stretch of a 
hundred yards where it does not shade 
gome laborer’s cottage or planter’s bunga- 
low. 

The railway journey of 102 miles from 
Limon to San José, the capital, takes seven 
hours and carries one to an altitude of 
nearly 4,000 feet. The charm of the jour- 
ney is indescribable. Plain, hill, mountain, 
and valley, brook, river, and torrent, hut 
village, and city, banana, cocoanut, palm, 
tobacco, sugar cane, corn, and coffee pass 
rapidly before one’s eye in unendless luxury 
and confusion. The twists and turns made 
by the little road before it climbs to the 
top of each succeeding mountain show what 
wonderful engineering skill and unfailing 
perseverance were needed to crown the 
work with success and to land the traveler. 
well repaid for the miles behind him, 
the beautiful City of San José. se" 


‘Lessons Taught by San Jose. 


San José, a city of some 30,000 souls, could 
give many a lesson to its Northern sister 
municipalities. Its streets are clean, well 
paved, well watered, and well lighted; its 
public parks, three in number, are beauti- 
fully arranged and kept; the shops provide 
nearly everything that man or woman could 
need, but it seems a pity to find English and 
German goods so much more dominant than 
American. Nearly every one in San José 
speaks English, even the policemen, and it 
is a pure delight to enjoy for a few days the 
pleasures of the happy little place. Beyond 
San José ihe Costa Rica railway runs thir- 
teen and one-half miles to Alajuela. It was 
built by Mr. Miner Keith, an American, who 
spent on it his money, his brains, and his 
bicod, to turn it over at last to an English 
company, which is now getting rich on its 
profits. From Alajuela the old main road

To be sure, we may 
have war with our neighbor, but it will be 
a just war and our people will support me. 

“J like the United States and wish it 
might be induced to become better acquaint- 
ed with us. We spent $100,000 in gold dur- 
ing the World’s Fair, but I fear it did not 
help Costa Rica’s coffee much. In fact, you 
don't know yet hot good our coffee is, for 
«- your taste was equal to that of Europe, 
where we sell most of our coffee, you never 
would be satisfied without it. 

“We need a bank here, we need money 
here—and you can always be sure of 10 to 
20 per cent profit now with our good bank- 

lawe—and above all we want you to 


build the Nicaragua Canal!” 
America for Americans. 


Only the United States should control the 
canal, in his opinion, for he believed strong- 
ly in America for Americans. In saying good- 
by he added: 
visit your neighbors more and find out what 
@ pretty country we have. Costa Rica has 
the only seaport on the Atlantic side we 
have our beautiful road to our pretty capital 
here, we shall soon have an equally beautiful 
road to the Pacific, and we always havea 
true welcome for Americans.” 

When the new road is built Costa Rica will 
be tourist's paradise. The construction of 
the road is already n by General Gase- 
ment of New York: Near San ‘José much 
as been accomplished. The more difficult 
ections are now supplied with working 
camps, and two years of steady application 
will bring the end in sight. The estimated 
cost is about $2,500,000 in gold for fifty-five 
miles of road, rolling stock, and equipment. 
To meet this the government sets aside 6100. 
000 gold A wonth, and when General Case- 
ment and his associates in the contract 

finish and are paid the road will be the prop- 
erty of the government. The plan seems a 
wise one from every point of view. And it 
gives the tourist a remarkable opportunity. 
Leaving the northern cold and snow he is 
in one or two weeks at Limon and the trop- 
ics.

exaggeration to say that 25 per cent is a 
moderate profit on banana culture, and from 
all appearances there is no chance for failure 
or depression in the market.

tion within itself. Sefior Don Juan Quiros, 
Minister of War, explained the situation: 


“Our dispute with Nicaragua is of long | 


standing and arises at the boundary of San 
Juan del Norte. The United States arbi- 
trator, by whose judgment we agreed to 
abide, gave an impartial decision, which 
Costa Riea made ready to accept. Only 
recently, however, Nicaragua, while seek- 
ing pretexts to avoid a settlement, irritated 
us beyond patience by imprisoning our con- 
sular representative on the ground that he 
was aiding the revolutionists trying to over- 
throw Zelaya. Zelaya is unpopular—justly 
so, for he is freebooter and dictator; but it 
is false to say that we aided their revolu- 
tionists in any way.

WARQUISE DE PONTENOY'S LETTER.

One of the most strict rules incumbent 
upon European statesmen is that of abso- 
lute silence when in opposition or in re- 
tirement with to state secrets of 
which they may have happened to become 


but by their oath of office as members of the 
Privy Council, a dignity which, when once 
conferred, they retain, along with all its 


of course, they render themselves guilty of 
misconduct sufficiently grave to warrant 
their expulsion from the council. 

Until now Prince Bismarck has been the 
only statesman of Cabinet rank who has 
ever ventured to violate this rule of state 
secrecy, impelled thereto by his feelings 
of resentment both against the Kaiser and 
the latter’s new advisers, and likewise by 
the conviction that neither crown nor gov- 
ernment would ever dare to call him to ac- 
coumt for his indiscretion. 

To the name of Prince Bismarck must now 
that of the Austrian ex-Premier, 
Count Badeni, who for years past has aimed 
at being known as the “Austrian Bismarck.“ 
but who has little in common with the old 
ex-Chencellor except excessive baldness. 
Count Badeni, who is descended in a direct 
line from an Italian cook in the employ of 
one of the last Kings of Poland, and who 
is rich with the wealth of his aunt, the 
famous German actress, Anna Wierer, has 
lately been in Paris, and while there seems 
to have taken into his confidence M. de 
Blowitz, the correspondent of the London 
Times, to an extraordinary extent. 

Not only does he appear to have revealed 
all sorts of state secrets with regard to the 
domestic and foreign policy of the dual em- 
pire, especially ridiculing the idea of the 
existence of any understanding between 
Vienna and St. Petersburg, but he likewise 


est fashion Count Golouchowski, the Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, condemning his atti- 
tude in the most unvarnished manner, and | 
finally, as a climax, wound up by ascribing 
his fall from power to the intrigues of cer-

t mposible to describe the sensation 
which this interview made at the court of 
Vienna, where there is talk of prosecuting 
the Count for the violation of his oath as a 
Privy Councilor. The Emperor in particular 
is irritated beyond all expression, and is 
likely to close the gates of his palace from 
henceforth to the Count. His anger is due 
not alone to the indiscretion of the Count 
but likewise that he should have taken Into 
his confidence a man such as M. de Blowitz, 
a former Austrian subject, who, like so 
many others that have renounced their na- 
tionality, has distinguished himself by his 
enmity to the land of his birth, and espe- 
cially to its reigning family. 

It may be remembered that it is over the 
signature of M. de Blowitz in Harper’s Maga- 
zine, as well as in other publications, that 
man of the scandals affecting the various 
members of the imperial house of Hapsburg 
were originally made known, This is notori- 
ous at Vienna, and it would have been more 
pardonable, therefore, for Count Badeni to 
have selected any memiber of the journal- 
istic profession as his confidant rather than 

It may a that such indiscreti 
as that of Count Badent are absolutely with: 
out precedent in the case of an Austrian “ 
statesman, and the late Count Taaffe, Count 
Andrassy, M. Tisza, and even that delight- 
ful old gossip, Count Beust, never betrayed 
a state secret or the imperial confidence, 
even to defend themselves from most ex- 
asperating and unjust attacks after their 
retirement from office, 


Austria's Archdukes on the Whole can- 
not be sald to fare particulariy well at the 
hands of the statesmen of their country. 
Thus, no one hae manifested such a pro- 
found indifference for thelr views as the 
present Premier, Count Thun-Hohenstein, 
and it would de. fact; exceedingly awk- 
ward were anythigg: to happen te the Em- 
peror while the Count is intrusted with the 
direction of the destinies of the nation. 

For some years ago Count Thun was in- 
duced by the Emperor with a good deal of 
difficulty, it is true, to accept the position 
of Grand Master Of the Household to Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, who, on the death 
of Francis Joseph, will

Two stalwart Lamas, one on each side, 
were cast gating him with knotted, leaded, 
leather thongs. They were laying on him 
with vigorous arms from his waist to his 
feet. He was bleeding profusely. Each time 
that a lash fell upon his wounded skin it 
seemed like a dagger piercing my heart. I 
knew that if I showed pity for the man it 
would only make things worse. 

I knew Orientals too well. I pretended to 
take no notice of what was going on. They 
shook their fists at me and explained that I 
would come next. I roared with laughter, 
which did not come from my heart, and said 
„ Nikutza! Nikutsa!“ (Very good! Very 
good!) 

The Pombo and his officers remained 
breathless. Evidently they expected me to 
be frightened. The Pombo, a juvenile, hand- 
some-looking person, almost hysterical, and 
who would be a splendid subject for hypnotic 
experiments, ed for a considerable 
time with his eyes fixed upon me as if in a 
trance.

It began to rain heavily, and I was taken to 
a tent, when I was even more cruelly bound 
than ever before.

I was kept there the whole night. 

Many were the strange events of that 
dreary night. With ropes cutting into my 
flesh all over me, it was out of the question 
to try to sleep. The tent was swarming with

A soldier entered the tent. 

“Or” shouted he, striking me on the 


shoulder with his heavy hand, the usual way 


of addressing people in Thibet. Ot“ re- 
peated he again, before the sun goes down 
today you will be flogged: they will break 
both your legs; they will burn out your eyes; 
and then they will cut off your head.” He 
accompanied each sentence with a gesture 
well illustrating his words. I roared with 
laughter. I could but think that this was 
merely said to intimidate me, though the

I shoved 
the guard away with my shoulders. The 
soldiers, however, soon sprang upon me and 
ruthiessly grappled me. They threw me on 


the back of a pony. I called aloud to my 
poor servant not to fear and all would be 
right.

Chanden Sing, corpse-like in appearance, 
had crept to the door. He was roughly 
seized and brutally hurled back into one of 
the rooms of the mudhouse.

Thus we traveled across country mile after 
mile until we arrived at a spot where the

- bannermen, and sol- 
— diers — about 200 in 
all—were drawn up. 

My pony was let 
loose and allowed to 
go first. Those of 
my guard reined up 
and drew aside. I 
was in for a lively 
time. As I galloped 

| in front of the Pombo 
and his suite a person named Nerba delib- 
erately knelt and fixed his musket on its 
attached wooden rest. He fired a shot at 
me from a few paces. The bullet whizzed 
past my left ear. The speed at which my 
untrained animal was proceeding no doubt 
gaved me, as the marksman could not take 
a steady aim. The report of the matchlock 
at such close quarters was too much for 
my wild steed. He took fright, reared, and 
plunged. I maintained my seat, though the 
lacerations being inflicted upon me by the 
spikes in my saddle from the waist down 
were terrible. The pony was seized. Ev 
dently these gentry werd of a sporting na- 
ture. So was I. From what I could judge 
my stay in the world was now a matter of 
hours, probably minutes.

While thus riding madly with my arms ex- 
tended backward, pulled as they were by 
the rope and leaning forward so as to main- 
tain my seat, the flesh was rubbed off my 
fingers and knuckles by the chain of the 
manacies. In places the bone was exposed. 
As the horseman behind tugged to get me 
off, and I clung hard on my knees to remain 
on my mount, every tug brought me into 
forcible contact with the spikes in the crup- 
per and inflicted deeper wounds, tearing skin 
and flesh away. 
Near Galshio we had to go round the curve 
of a sand hill, the track between this and a 
large pond being very narrow. I saw im 
front a soldier who had been posted in am- 
bush, with his musket ready to fire.

I was hustled to the execution ground, to 
the left front of the Pombo's tent. On the 
ground lay a long log of wood in the shape 
of a prism. Upon the sharp edge of it I was 
made to stand. I was held by the body by 
several persons while four or five men em- 
ployed their combined might to stretch my 
jegs as far apart as they could. Opened at

comfortable, the brutes securely tied my 
feet to the log of wood with cords of yaks 
ir. These cords were so tight that they

Lou came to this country to see (alluding 
to my Statement that I was a traveler and 
had only come to see the country). This 1s

I have seen quite enough of your beastly 
jand, I thought to myself, when the Pombo, 
cited by his inferiors, lifted his murderous 
‘arm and placed the red hot bar of iron 
paraliel to and about an inch or two from my 
eyeballs and all but touching my nose. 
The heat was so intense that it seemed as 
if my eyes, the left one especially, were 
being desiccated and my nese scorched. He 
seemed to have kept the bar of heated fron 
before my eds fully thirty seconds or so. 
Every- 
around me looked red. My ieft eye 


ached very much, and every few seconds it 
seemed as if something in front of it ob- 
scured its vision. Later it grew worse. 
With the right eye alone I could see well, 
except that everything looked colored red.

He foamed from his lips (it is done 
artificially). Excitedly he turned up one 
Sleeve of his coat. The Lamas hurriedly 
rolled up the other. 

As the Pombo strode toward me, swingin 
the shiny, sharp blade from side to side, an 
I perceived that my last minute had come, 
I felt sorry for several reasons. First, I was 
grieved that I should die without seeing my 
parents and friends again. They would 
never know what had ome of me. Then 
for a simple man like myself to die such a 
theatrical death, with thundering blast of 
horn, beating of drum and cymbals, and sur- 
rounded by hundreds of dookers-on, was 
really against my feelings.

Nevertheless, I 
was in momentary danger of death from an 
accident while my captors were torturing. 

Amidst this scene of barbarity arrived my 
coolie, Mansing, who had repeatedly fallen 
off his bare-backed pony. The person who 
held my hair relinquished his hold, while 
another gave me a forcible push that pro- 
cured me a nasty fall on my back, strain- 
ing all the tendons of my outstretched legs. 
Mansing was led forward and tied by his 
lets to the same log of wood to which I was 
fastened Wy my feet. 
They made pretense 
now to kill my poor 
coolie. I Was pushed 
up into a sitting 
posture and a cloth 
was thrown over my 
head and face so that 
I could not see what |, 
was being enacted. I 
heard poor Mansing 
groan pitifully, then a dead silence. I called 
him. He did not answer. I concluded he 

d been dispatched. I Was left in this 

rrible suspense for about a quarter of an 
hour. Then the cloth was removed and I 
beheld my coolie lying before me bound to 
the log, half stunned, but, thank God. stil! 
alive. The coolness and bravery of the poor 
wretch under these terrible trials were more 
Unique than rare. 

For the first time since he had been in my 
employ I saw that evening Mansing laugh 
when I informed him that the Thibetans 
were about cutting off our respective heads. 

We were told that our execution was only 
postponed until the next day to allow us to 
endure further and more severe tortures for 
another night and day. I seized the oppor-

This natural application for food seemed to 
amuse our silly torturers, who had formed 
a ring around us.

The day had now waned and our jailers 
did not fail to constantly remind us that the 
following day our heads would be severed 
from our bodies. 

After some time tsamba (meal) and tea 
were brought in and stuffed down our 
throats by our captors, who used for this 
purpose their unwashed fingers. Mansing, 
who, by his religion, cannot eat food 
touched by others, was eventually allowed 
to lick the meal off the bowl. I myself had 
to resort to this means when the bowl was 

nearly emptied, and. 
food was 80 scarce 
that I did not care 
to waste any. The 
Thibetans, of course, 
held the bowl up, as

A warmer reception for my friend I could 
not have expected.

Bathing was a luxury 
in which I had not indulged for some time. 

The excitement of at least being safe 
among friends, after the uncertain times we 
had experienced of late, made me nearly col- 
lapse altogether. Since leaving Galshio I 
had strong fever, and I was in a very weak 
state and exhausted through what I had 
suffered and want of food. My wounds and 
injuries were examined by Dr. H. Wilson, 
who is a hospital assistant, and who subse. 
quently sent full reports direct to the gov- 
ernment, to the Com- 
missioner of Kunmon, 
and to the Deputy 
Commissioner at Al- 
more. In these re- 
ports the nature and

Others are delicately embroidéred by hand 
in thread, and are very beautiful. Oth- 
ers have merely hemstitched ends or are 
finished with narrow hemstitched ruffies of 
the same. 

Delicate tulle ties are again in favor. They 
came in vogue last year and were found so 
becoming in effect that they are taken up 
again for this season with renewed popu- 
larity. These are usually merely tied in a 
huge, soft bow, without ends, setting out in 
a fluffy mass that almost hides the lower 
part of the face. 

All kinds of ties are worn, in brief, and 
many women carry out their own individ- 
mality in the matter, some merely tying a 
wide ribbon about the throat in a bow, others 
using taffeta silk with inlaid lace ends, and 
so on, but to be In vogue one must have ties 
of some sort to bow up under the chin.

= ITH two new regiments of artillery

Recruiting in Chicago. 

The recruiting station in Chicago is in 
charge of Captain P. 8. Bomus, First Cav- 
alry, U. S. A. 82 West Madison street. He is 
enlisting new men for heavy and light ar- 
tillery, also for the infantry and cavalry in 


_ eases where the applicants have seen 


— 


and to obey 


service and have received honorable dis- 
charges. These are given their preference 
and are assigned and sent accordingly, 
when reéniisted, to the particular regiments 
in which service is desired. 

Those who present themselves for enlist- 
ment in the army find it no easy thing to 


pass the rigid examination —— at the re- 


crulting Station. Many are called but few 
are chosen because of the qualifications 
and requirements demanded for service. 
For this reason the standard of the United 
States army is higher now than it has ever 
been. Not every one who offers for enlist- 
ment is taken. In fact, less than 4 per cent 
pass and are finally accepted. Since the 
recent passage by Congress of the Hawley 
bill, providing two regiments of artillery, 
only 80 out of 1,000 men have been able to 
pass through the Chicago station. At the 
last consultation during the last week thir- 
teen were accepted out of 368 who offered for 
enlistment. In case of active war, however, 
the rigidity of the rules is more or less re- 
jaxed for reasons readily understood. 
Though hard times are recognized as a 
factor in increasing the number of appli- 
eants for service, the fact that a man ap- 
plies because he is broke is recorded as 
a good reason for rejecting him at any time. 
The War department does not want men 
to go into the army as a last resort. They 
have no active interest in their duties and 
they are likely candidates for desertion. 


Paupers Not Good Soldiers. 


One of the first questions put to an appli- 
cant is why he wants to enlist. If he says 
because he is out of work he is likely turned 


may immediately. If he answers that he 


wants to become a soldier it is considered 
satisfactory. Many physical requirements 
must then be met. For instance, the candi- 
date for artillery and infantry service must 
be not less than 5 feet 4 inches nor more 
than 6 feet 1 inch in height, to weigh not 
less than 128 pounds nor more than 190 
pounds. He must also satisfy the recruit- 
ing officer in answering the printed ques- 
tions in the application as to his family, and 
whether he has had or has now any bodily 
defects. He must be sound and not Mable 
to hereditary infirmity or infirmities, be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 36 years, unmarried, 
of good character and habits, able-bodied, 
and. capable of speaking, writing, and read- 
ing the English language. He must fur- 
nish satisfactory references as to charac- 
ter, etc., and one of the most unsatisfactoty 
he can possibly 
And finally he must pass a medical examina- 
tion. at the hands of medical surgeons, 
Preference is always given to men who have 
, Been service and the requirements of “good 
moral character, which is supposed to be 
determined on the testimony of the appli- 
cant’s references, including, of course, the 
condition that he has not been convicted of 
any crime, and that he has not been dishon- 
orably discharged from the army or navy 
The 3 under the law of Aug. 1.

How to Get into the 
The applicant first presents hi 

recruiting officer, whose long 
handling and judging men has equipped 
him with the power of quick discernment 
and judgment as to a man’s good points 
Seldom does this officer mistake in “ sizing 
up a candidate. A man who is intoxicated 
or has the appearance of a tramp or pre- 
‘sents a generally unfavorable appearance 
under the keen scrutiny of the officer does 
mot get so far as to be questioned. He is 
immediately turned away. He who is able 
to successfully stand the preliminary scru- 
tiny of the officer is then questioned rigidly, 
and, if he be considered a favorable candi- 
date, is then turned over to the corporal 
and private, where further examination is 
made. Passing this satisfactorily, he is 


then passed to the surgeon for physical ex- 


amination of the most rigid character. If 
he be successful again, he then returns to 
the officer in charge of the station, where 
his written application is made out and 
Bworn to. He then takes the oath of alle- 
giance to the United States to serve the flag 
his superior officers. By the 
mext train he is forwarded to the nearest 
post--to Fort Sheridan in case he enlists in 
Chicago. There he is uniformed and sent 
to the proper station, where for four months 
he is truined in the service and developed 
mte @ soldier. In case of men reéniisting

sent direct to the regiment of infantry, 
cavairy, or artillery of their preference. 
But few of these fall to pass the examina- 


tions required. 


That life in the army is not so bad as it 
je sometimes represented is proved by the 
number of. men who enlist and the number 
who reéniist. When a man who has deen 
dishonorably discharged from the army 
takes the risk of court-martial and punish- 
ment by trying to re@nilist it is evidence that 
he has not found life out of barracks as 
agreeable as it was inside. A still stronger 
proof of the attractions of army life is found 


in the fact that when the last statement of 


the personnel of the service was made up 
there were four enlisted men who had seen 


thirty years’ continuous service, 51 had 
served thirty years, 414 twenty-five years, 


and 8,522, or more than a third of the aggre- 
gate of the enlisted force, had served more 
than five years—that is, had reéniisted at 
Jeast once. 

Last year 41,058 applicants for enlistment 
were rejected at the recruiting offices—a 
trifie more than per cent of the total 

mber. Of thes® only 6,006 got as far as

adopted the policy of recruiting as many 
men as possible at army posts, to save the 
cost of transportation. A few years ago 
almost all recruits were taken in at the 
great cities, where the number offering for 
service is always large, varying with the 
scarcity of work to be had in other lines. 
Last year 4,225 men were enlisted at mill- 
tary posts and 4,060 at city stations, and at 


ing in cities was confined to enlistments of 
former soldiers. Recruitrng at all stations 
for more than a year has been ed 
under orders from the department to ex- 
ceptionally desirable men without prior 
service and former service with good dis- 
charges.“ This polley is continued during 
the recruiting for the new artillery regi- 
ments, but enlistments at city stations are 
not confined to men who have seen service. 
The number of new enlistments last year 
was 5,382; reénlistments, 3,112. The number 
of men making fraudulent enlistment is de- 
creasing each year—an evidence of improve- 
ment in the army standard. In 1% the 
number was 804; last year only 41. This 
included those who had rebnlisted under 
assumed names, after deserting or being dis- 
honorably discharged. This fraud is much 
less common now, the method of detecting 


old offenders being more perfect. 


Method of Detecting Fraud. 


When a man enlists the surgeon fills out 
an identification card, on which there are 
front and back views of the human figure. 
On these diagrams the surgeon indicates all 
the scars, moles, tatooing, or other per- 
manent marks on the body of the recruit, 
locating them perfectly. This card is “for- 
warded to the Surgeon General's office at 
Was When a man deserts or is con- 
vieted of some military crime and con: 
demned to imprisonment or discharge, the 
fact is reported to the Surgeon General, who 
enters it on the identification card, which is 
then transferred to the files of undesirable 
men. It is not filed in alphabetical order, 
but according to the marks of the man. A 
man who has a mole on his right arm, a tat- 
too on the left, and a scar on the left leg 
has three cards filed in as many cases, and 
the cases are classified, not only according 
to the members, but also according to the 
location of each member of the identifying 
mark. For this purpose the body is subdi- 
vided many times or “ plotted." On the re- 
ceipt of a new identification card the princi- 
pal marks on the body are noticed and refer- 
ence is made to the cases where those marks 
would be found recorded if the man had 
ever been placed on the undesirable list of 
the army. If his identification card under 
a past enlistment is found there he is tried 
by court-martial for false enlistment and 
probably committed to the military prison 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. 

Very few scalawags get into the army 
now. They are prevented by the recruiting 
conditions. Then, too, the conditions of life 
in the army have been changed, so as to 
make it attractive to desirable men. This 
fact of itself has served to minimize the 
number of desertions. For instance, in 1893 
there were 1,682 desertions from the army; 
in 1887 only 304. This has meant a big sav- 
ing to Uncle Sam, because when the number 
of desertions was greatest it was estimated 
that this crime was costing the government 
$1,000,000 annually. Five years ago it was 
estimated that a third of the men enlisted 
in the army in twenty-five years had de- 
serted. In most instances those men had 
been supplied with clothing by the War 
department and been transported long dis- 
tances. Their successors had to be simi- 
larly supplied and transported. The aver- 
age cost of a desertion is $260. To solve 
this problem of desertion the government re- 
duced the number of years of service from 
five to three years and raised the standard 


of men to be enlisted. Post_schools have 
also been established and goog libraries es- 
tablished, - 


Possibilities of Promotion. 

Anether inducement offered is that a pri- 
vate may earn shoulder straps in a few 
years. Many sons of army officers who could 
not get in West Point have entered the serv- 
ice as privates and worked their way to 
commissions. However, they are not the 
only privates who have aspired to and 
earned their commissions. This prospéct of 
advancement has been and is a great induce- | 
ment to a good class of well educated young 
men to enter the service. Unlike the old cus- 
tom, when a man is enlisted now he is sent 
immediately to his post. A few years ago it 
was the practice of holding the recruits at 
the recruiting stations for thirty or more 
days before sending them to their posts 
under a Corporal or Sergeant to prevent de- 
sertions. Now they are trusted to go alone 
to their regiments immediately after enlisted 
and fu ed with transportation. 

The pay of the soldier is $18 a month. 
Lodging, clothing, medical attendance—in 
fact, everything—are furnished him by the 
government. His monthly salary is “ vel- 
vet.” After five years’ continuous service 
his pay is tncreased $2 a month, and for each 
additional five years thereafter another dol- 
lar is added. The men who have served the 
government for thirty-five years now receive 
$21 per month. 


soldier to learn is to obey orders. That once 
learned, half the battle is won. 

The Chicago recruiting station is now 
open every day, Sunday excepted, from 9 to 4 
o’clock. About forty men apply for enlist- 
ment every day. 

Under the act of June 16, 1890, and existing 
rules prescribed by the President in accord- 
ance therewith, a soldier in his first enlist- 
ment, after having served one year, may be 
accorded the privilege of purchasing his dis- 
charge at any time for several months there- 
after, upon payment of a stipulated sum, 
$120 being the maximum purchase price. 


Recruiting the Navy. 


There never has been a permanent recrult- 
ing station for the navy in Chicago because 
of the lack of available funds to maintain 
one. However, the prospect of the estab- 
lishment of a naval recruiting station here 
within the next two weeks is favorable. 
Last August’ Lieutenant Commander Haw- 
ley of the Recruiting Bureau opened a sta- 
tion in Chicago temporarily as an expert- 
ment to ascertain the class of men to be 
had. It was then that 126 were enlisted, 
thirty of whom were apprentice boys. Among 
those enlisting was Schillington, who was 
killed in the Maine disaster in Havana har- 
bor. He was made navigator’s clerk be- 
cause of his aptitude and ability. Another 
who enlisted then is Dunderdale, now ships- 
writer on the Marblehead. 

The experiement, was so highly satisfac- 
tory to Lieutenant Commander Hawley that 
he recommended the establishment of a per- 
manent station in Chicago, and the stinted 
appropriation by the government is the only 
reason that stood in the way. Erie, Pa., 
is the nearest recrulting station to Chi- 
cago, and many from this city have gone 
there to enlist. 

The requirements demanded of naval re- 
cruits vary in some minor essentials from 
those of the army, but are none the less 
exacting in fundamentals. At present ex- 
perienced men are given the preference, be- 
cause they can be assigned to men-of-war 
immediately on enlisting and feel at home. 
Machinists and able-bodied seamen are now 
being enlisted to man new ships purchased 
by the government and those building, also 
to <r out the a on other ships 
now commission. e pay of these men 
varies from $40 to $70 per month, 
to their experience and qualifications. 


Men to Sail to Sea. 8 


Applicants who have seen service when 
presented for enlistment as seamen are first 
examined on the compass, log, lead line, and 
splice knots to make good their claims. They 
must be sound of body and mind to pass the 
rigid physical examination. Landsmen are 
new men. They must be between 18 and 30 
years old and possess the same qualifica- 
tions of bodily perfection and good moral 
character and habits, etc. The time of en- 
listment is three years. 

Apprentice boys must be from 14 to 17 
years old, 4 feet 9 and 5 feet 1 high, and 70 
to 90 pounds weight, and must serve until 
they are 21. They are required to be of 
robust frame, intelligent, of perfectly sound 
and healthy constitution, and free from 
physical defects. These are educated to fill 
the positions of seamen and petty officers. 
They cannot become commissioned officers. 

Boys who have been convicted of crime 
cannot be enlisted. When first enlisted and 
received on board ship, apprentices will be 
furnished, free of cost, with an outfit of 
clothing not exceeding in value the sum of 
$45. Boys will be enlisted as apprentices, 
third class. and receive §9 per month. Ap- 
prentices, third class, who are qualified, after 
completing their tour of service in a cruising 
training ship, will be advanced to appren- 
tices, second class, at $15 per month. Ap- 
prentices, second class, who are qualified, 


will be advanced to apprentices, first class, 
at $21 per month, after they shall have served 
ona wear in erulsing shipsof war.
